settle at once to a silver basis, since 
gold would command a premium and 
be withdrawn from circulation. A fl- 
nancial panic could not he avoided, 
but when the worst was over, there 
would be a gradual adjustment of 
business and yalues to a silver basis. 


American securities would fall in 
Europe and be utterly unsaleable. 
Everybody would want to sell and 
nobody to buy. Every European with 
money invested {in America would 
Want to get it out as soon as pos- 
sible. The gold now in America in 


the Treasury and banks or in private 


hoamls would be driven out, by in- 
ferior currency and brought to Lon- 
lon. One result of Bryan's election 


would be a plethora of money in chat 
city, with a gradual reduction of the 
bank rate, This would not be serious 
but the decline of confidence in Ameri- 
can securities and the {mpairment of 
faith In American honesty would be 
a fatal blow to the national interests, 

“Tasked this banker whether the con- 
ditions of exchange were not such as 
to prevent the return of gold to Eng- 
land, since the wheat and cotton crops 
would have to be paid for, and Am- 
erican exports would probably continue 
to exceed imports, He replied that’ the 
bulk of these crops had already been 
Virtually sold and paid for, and that by 
January exchange would turn against 
the United States, no matter who might 
be elected president. The suspension 
of gold payments would inevitably in- 
volve the expulsion of gold from the 
United States as soon as a premium 
was realized by those hoarding it. 
This view is entertained by all prac- 
tical English financiers and financial 
journals. Bryan's election would be 
the signal for discrediting every class 
of American securities abroad, whereas 
McKinley's election would involve the 
restoration of confidence in the stabil- 
ity of American investments and the 
permanence of American institutions, 
Apart from English interest In Ameri- 
can investments, great uneasiness is 
felt in London in view of the possibil- 
{ty of such a leap in the dark as a 
Popocratic triumph, and its effect in 
producing a catastrophe in America 
which would shake the foundations of 
the financial world. . 

“The Bank of England, by borrowing 
heavily and raising its charges for 
short loans, ha now acquired good 
control over the open market, as is 
shown by the shrinkage of bankers’ 
balances, and is taking every pre- 
caution to diminish as far as possible 
any disturbance which may be caused 
by the result of the American clec- 
tion. 

“American residents of London, with 
whom I have talked, do not take a de- 
pressing view of the coming election, 
They chaff one another on the possibil- 
ity of Bryan's election, with the chance 
of having Tillman or Altgeld to suc- 
ceed Mr, Bayard as American Ambas- 
sador or of having Mr. Collins dis- 
placed as Consul-General by Debs or 
Coxey, if the other of these 
patriots were not drafted for Secretary 
of War in Bryan's Socialistie Cabinet.”

A Womanly Quality. 

An extraordinary discussion on the 
subject of cannibalism took place at 
the recent meeting of the Ethnographi- 
cal society in Paris.

It was a drive of cightec 
miles very muddy but

party arrived at the coal deposit about 
noon, 

Professor Coleman was shown the 
vein and left to himself as to his mode 
of examination, etc. He looked over 
the vein stripped and blasted 
and remarked, “Extraordinary; won- 
derful deposit.” 

Measurements were taken, 
resulted about as follows: Vein strip- 
ping commences at the roud and as- 
cends at an angle of about sixty de- 
grees a distance of 76 feet due north, 
6 to 16 feet in width, or an average of 
13 fect wide; the coal then splits and 
dips under the country rock In two 
Strong veins, one continulng due north 
and the other northeast, At both 
points of dipping test shafts about 
six feet deep have been blasted and 
& good quality of coal obtained, some 
exceptionally fine crystals being ap- 
parent. The coal proper is enclosed 
by walls of Cambrian slate, running 
about south southwest, and being 
Streaked at some points by fine 
Splashes of iron pyrites. 

Prof. Coleman, with compass and 
hammer, took bearing with the former 
and specimens with the latter, and 
in answer to questions as to the de- 
posit being black, sald it may be simi- 
lar and have all the qualities contain- 
ed in coal but the upheaval not hav- 
ing taken place in the era of coal for- 
mations, it consequently js not sclen- 
tlfically called coal. Had the deposit 
been made at the time mentioned 
scientific men would certainly call it 
coal,

tent of the deposit. The party re- 
turned to Sudbury, arriving about 6 
p.m. 

From the base of the hill, where the 
coal vein is uncovered, it dips appar- 
ently under the roadway and adjoining 
swamp in a southerly direction, and 
there is no doubt but that the diamond 
drill will strike the coal formation af- 
ter getting through the clay surface of 


the swamp about ten feet [; depth 
From the upper or north end of the 
vein, where it divides and takes a 
north and northeast direction respec- 


tively, there is a slate capping of six 
to eight feet. 

This capping it is not Mr. Gordon's 
Intention to remove at present, but 
while working his diamond drill and 
carrying on other prospecting work he 
will sink his shaft on the veln at about 
sixty feet from the base of the present 
showing, which will undoubtedly at, say 
a depth of 40 to 50 feet, put him in a 
position to drift and crosscut to ad- 
vantage. 

The people of Sudbury are now thor- 
oughly convinced that they have a 
good bed of coal at hand, and are cor- 
respondingly jubilant, Old-timers are 
prognosticating as to the early return 
of good times, as experienced here 
when nickel was first discovered in 
Sudbury,

Geological Survey People Advise Investors 
Not to be tin Grent Haste, 


Ottawa, Nov. 1.—(Special)—Not un- 
naturally, the report that coal has 


been discovered in the vicinity of Sud- 


bury has attracted some attention 
here, but it would not be advisable 
for people to place too great rellance 
in the suggestion that It Is genuine 
}coal and that the deposit extend 
over a very wide area. The offices 
of the Geological Survey hoa had 
samples of this alleged coal before 
them for several weeks In June last 
Mr, Archibald Blue, director of the 
Ontario Bureau of Mines, sent a sam 
ple to the Geological Survey VDepart- 
ment, Where ic Was carefully examined 
by th chemist, Dz Hoffman \l- 
though having the appearancs oval, 
it is not coal, but properly peaking 
anthraxolite; or, in other ed ub 
carbon with more or less impurity in 
it lt has probably resulted from the 
métamorphorism of some bituminous 
substance, which has originally filled 
the veln in the rocks where It has 
been found Speaking to your corres- 
pondent yesterday, D1 Dawson, dl- 
tor of the Geological Survey, men- 
tioned that in the past there have been 
coal excitementa at different points 
throughout Canada where coal wa 
generally supposed not to exist An- 
thruxolite has been found In mall 
quantities In the vicinity f Port Ar 
thur; also in the neighborhood of 
Point Levis and in several pla in 
Labrador Th Sudbury lepo 
precisely of th ame character as 
that previou discovered in the lo 
calltie mentioned Dr Dawson say 
that if a sufficient quantity could be 
obtained It might be used as a fuel

Dawson states that It is extremely un- 
likely that there {: any large quan- 
tity of it in the Sudbury district, al- 
though, of course, anything is possible. 
He bases his conclusion on this point 
from the fact that it has never been 
discovered in workable quantities any- 
where else. It has not the r gularity 
of a bed of coal, because it is usually 


found in fissures or pockets, which 
break irregularly through old rocks. 
The sample which Mr. Blue sent to 


Ottawa contained 55.96 per cent. of 
sillcacious matter, the rest being chiefly 
carbon. Another sample received con- 
tained about 65 per cent. of carbon, so 
that it will be een the quantity of 
carbon varies. It burns not unlike an- 
thracite, but the quantity of ash is 
So great that its usefulness will al- 
Ways be confined to very narrow lim- 
its. In view of these statements of 
the Director of the Geological Sur- 
vey, it would not be well for Ontario 


people to build too great hopes re- 
garding the recently discovered de- 
Posits.

THE MONEY MARKETS. 


Everything at a Standstlll Awalting the 
Result ef the Election Lendon and 
New York Affected. 


London Nev. 2.—Tihe position of the 
money market to-day is as described 
on Saturday, and it will remain so 
until the result of the election ts an- 
nounced. Feverish markets are ex- 
pected to-morrow; indeed, Mi McKin- 
ley’s election or defeat 1s likely to 
give the cue to the future of the mar- 
kets here for some time to come. The 
rate for money on the London market 
continues firm to-day at 3 3-8 per cent. 
awaiting the result of the American 
election, 

The Paris bourse was cheerful to- 
day. The seftlement there is going 
more smoothly than bad been expect- 
ed. It is reported, but not confirmed, 
that a Spanish internal loan of 600,- 
000,000 pesetas has been taken firm by 
the North of Spain Railway Company, 
or rather by Paris and Madrid banks 
behind the railroad company

New York, Noy. 2.—The 
Post's financial article says: ‘The 
memorable Presidential campaign of 
1896 ended to-day with a violent ad- 
vance in prices, in which very heavy 
transactions on both sides of the 
speculative account resulted in the 
shifting of tLe general list to a ma- 
terlally higher level. This was believ- 
ed Ww foreshadow the firm conviction 
of the best authorities regarding a 
sound money victory to-morrow. The 
best judgment of Wall-street-and it 
Was interesting as reflecting sentiment 
—agrees in foreshadowing a panicky 
break in the improbable event of Mr. 
Bryan's victory, and a reaction of 
Kreater or less extent In case McKin- 
ley were to win by a close majority: 
The doubtful problem ts exactly what 
will prices do next Wednescay and 
during the balance of November if to- 
morrow should bring about an over- 
whelming sweep for the sound money 
candidates? Tf conditions outside the 
financial markets proper were such as 
existed at this time in 1895 and 1894 
it would be reasonable, even with 
such a victory tc look fer some re- 
action.

No doubt 
a sound money victory would be fol- 
lowed by a verv great Increase in our 
merchandise import trade over the 
last few months—an inorease  suffi- 
cient, ordinar'y, to turn the scales of 
foreign export decidedly again’t us. 
But, on the other hand. we have and 
shall continue to have our present 
enormous outward grain movement 
based, not upon excessive surplus, but 
upon Burope’s pressing needs. We 
have also the quite unprecedented in- 
crease in our exports of manufactured 
goods compared with other years. All 
this. moreover makes no account of 
the possibi!'ty of a sudden outburst of 
Puropean demgnd for our securities 
when the statillty of the money stan- 
dard is assured. Such a demand may 
come, or it may not. If It does, it 
certainly will far outweigh, #o far as 
our Internal trade balance is concern- 
ed, both the Increase In merchandise 
exportations and the return of float- 
ing capital to Burone when our open 
market money rites decline.”

BUDGET FROM OTTAWA. 


The Postmaster General a Very Kas) Mao 
~ over sent Will Buy Overplas 
Stamps From Business Meo 


Ottawa, Nov. 8,—(Speclal.)—The 
Postmaster-General returned from To- 
ronto to-day to resume the task of 
What he designates putting the de- 
partment on a business basis With- 
out doubt Mr. Mulock is endeavoring 
to get something more than a cursory 
idea of the ramifications of his exten- 
sive deparumert, He knows that Rome 
wasn't buld Im a day, neither can the 
"! Dieest department in the pubile Ser 
vice be reformed in a week, 
was settled by Mr, Mulock this after- 
noon, Which will commend itself to 
business people. A day or two age 
mention was made in The World of 
some ill-feeling on the part of mer- 
chants in Toronto, because they had 
been forbidden to sell postage stamps, 
which come to them in the shape of 
remittances, it appears that the 
licensees to sell stamps receive thelr 


permits on the distinct understanding 
diat they must purchase thelr supplies 
from the Government, and no person 
is allowed to sell stamps unless he has 
@ stamp vendor's license. This is a 
provision in the Postoffice Acy~z not & 
mere arbitrary ruling on the part of 

the department. The reason for it 15 
that, if the sale of stamps were Un- 
licensed it would leave so many op- 
| portunities for boys to steal them, 
| and it was with the specific object of 
preventing peculation of stamps that 
the provision was inserted in the Pos- 
tal Act. To meet the grievance thac 
merchants, who receive stamps 4s re- 
mittances have, that they cannot get 
rid of them to vendors, the department 
has always redeemed them at a 5 per 
cent. discount. This is admitted to 
be too high, especially when It is con- 
sidered that stamp vendors only make 
one per cemt, on their sales. The 
Postmaster-General has, accordingly, 
decided that from this out the depart- 
ment will redeem stamps in sums of 
not less than a dollar, at a discount 
of one per cent, the same discount 
Which the vendors get. . The stanips 
must be pasted upon sheets of paper 
and sent to the department at Ottawa, 
When a cheque for the amount of the 
stamps so returned will be forwardtd 
to the party sending them in. As no 
postage is required on letters to any 
of the public departments, no hard- 
ship willl be entailed upon merchants 
by this decision on Mr. Mulock’s part, 
but on the contrary it opens a way 
for the disposal by them of stamps 
accumulating in their possession. 

In nearly every county in Ontario 
a local veterinarian has been appoint- 
ed official inspector of sheep, in order 
to meet the requirements of the Unit- 
ed States law. Dr. McBachrcn, Chief 
Veterinary Inspector for Canada, who 
Was in town to-day, informed your 
correspondent that the new require- 
ment of the United States Department 
of Agriculture was adopted in August 
of last year, but mot until the first of 
this month has it been enforced, and 
it is to comply with the provisions of 
the regulation that these veterinary 
inspec orsa@re being appointed. When

‘are shipped to the United States for 
three months or more. 

Hon. Mr. Mulock is still at work 
looking into the matter of mail con- 
tracts. of which there are about 8000 
in existence. He says it will take him 
months to go through them all, but 
he is in hopes“that the action which 
he takes on them will commend itself 
to the country at large. Last week 
over 150 contracts were cancelled. this 
being permissible under the terms of 
the agreement between the Govern- 
ment and the comtractor, on three 
months’ motice. "To-day 40 others fol- 
lowed in like order, while 12 new ones 
Were let, irrespective of the political 
Proclivities of the men tendering for 
them. These 12 contracts aggregate 
About $1600 a year, and the net result 
to the country by this change Is a sav- 
ing of $300. This may not be consid- 
ered a very large amount, but if $300 
can be saved on every dozen contracts 
now in existence, the aggregate will 
amount to a large sum.

Work of the Geological Survey. 


Ottawa, Nov, 3.—(Special.)—Messrs, 
R. G. McConnell and James M« Evoy, 
two of the members of the Geological 
Survey Staff, who have been engaged 
all season in British Columbia, return- 
ed to the city yesterday. Mr. McCon- 
nell was part of the season in the vi- 
cinity of Toad Mountain, and after- 
wards moved over towards the Ross- 
land camp. Mr, McEvoy was engaged 
for the first part of the season in fin- 
ishing up the Shuswap sheet, and af- 
terwards worked in conjunction with 
Mr. McConnell. The latter, speaking to 
your correspondent, said that undoubt- 
edly the Ressland camp was a very 
promising one, and a lot of good, con- 
scientious development was taking 
place, but at the same time there were 
many wild-cat schemes on the market. 
On account of the boom in that town 
many eastern people who were now 
taking a great interest in mining had 
got the idea into their heads that Ross- 
land was not only rich, but the richest 
mining camp in BriUish Columbia. 
There were, however, many other ex- 
ceedingly rich camps, as for instance 
the Slocan, Lardo, Toad Mountain, 
East Kootenay, Boundary Creek, Big 
Bend and others, all in the southern 
part of the province, and all of which 
have most promising outlooks. Some 
of these he knew from personal obser- 
vation, others from specimens of ore 
and the reports of rellable men. Mr, 
McConnell has not the slightest doubt 
of British Columbia’s destiny as a 
great mining country. The Rossland 
boom has set the heather on fire, and 
the excitement was going to sweep 
over the whole province. 





A Petition to Mr, Mardy. 


Hon. A. 8. Hardy has recelved a petition 
signed by over 400 residents of Sudbury 
and vicinity with respect to the opening 
of certain townships in the district to 
prospectors. The petition sets forth : 

‘1. That, whereas the Investing public 
of Ontario are beginning to take a more 
active interest in mining, and especially In 
the gold mines of British Columbia. 

2. And, whereas there are In the Wah- 
napitae section and other parts of this 
district, a great many gold ‘ prospects’ of 
the most promising character, and whose 
development would be of the greatest 
bensde to the district and the province at 
arge. 

ie And, whereas the townships of Rath- 
bun, Scadding, Kelly and Davis, in which 
(as far as known) the main gold belt lles, 
have been withdrawn from the market In- 
definitely, the work of prospecting for gold 
nnd of opening up the mines Is greatly 
discouraged and kept back ; 

‘“‘ We, therefore, earnestly petition your 
Government to cancel the withdrawal of 
the said townships from the market, and 
to issue patents or lenses, for all locations 
that have been taken up thereln, as it will 
simply be Impossible to Interest capital in 
the development of such mining claims 
until a proper title can be obtained for

With His Razor He Nearly Cut 
His Head Off. 





He Was Well-to-Do and No Cause Can be 

Assigned for the Desperate Deed-Had 
to Mis Wife About

Ingersoll, Ont, Nov. 3—Mr. John 
Lackey of the 6th concession of East 
Nissourl committed suicide this morn- 
ing by cutting his throat with a razor. 
The work was done most effectually, 
nearly severing the head from the body. 
Mr. Lackey was a farmer, owner of a 


100-acre farm, and also followed the 
business of blacksmith. He went to 
the barn this morning and took his 


razor with him, as well as the razor 
strop. Mrs, Lackey and the hired man 
had their breakfast alone, expecting 


Mr, Lackey to come in every minute, 
but he did not return until after they 
had finished. Mrs. Lackey went out 
to see what was detaining him, when 
she found him lying in the barn dead, 
with his throat cut. No cause is as- 
signed. His wife says he has several 
times spoken Ina peculiar sort of way 
about them coming to poverty, but she 
knew of no cause for the remarks he 
made, as they were well supplied with 
all the ready money they required. 
Yesterday he went to his brother-in- 
law, and negotiated with him for a 
loan, and was to have come to the 
bank in Ingersoll to-day for the money. 
His place is about three miles north- 
west of Thamesford, and Dr. McWil- 
llams of Thamesford is looking after 
the case.

Here Is a German Doctor Who Compels 
~ ls Patienta to Go Naked. 


Right on the heels of the Knelpp 
cure, which obliges people to walk on 
the grass in the bare feet and to apply 
Water to the skin in other disagreeable 
ways, comes a still more extraordinary 
“cure,’ which robs man of all his 
clothes and sends him walking about

While the people of the United States 
elect a President by their votes, they 
do not vote directly for the candidate. 
The work is done through an electoral 
college. Im other words, each State 
puts up a ticket for presidential elec- 
tors, and these cast the vote which fin- 
ally decides who shall be the President 
and Vice-President. This ticket is made 
up so as to give one elector for each 
United States Senator and one for each 
member of Congress. The college, there- 
fore, this year, will contain 447 elec- 
tors. The successful candidate for 
President and Vice-President will be re- 
quired to secure not less than 224. Th 
college by States is as follows:

Hardly a week passes but Prof. Ro- 
bertson receives some new device for 
packing either butter or cheese. One 


improvement in the butter trade this 
year is the general use on steamers of 
Square boxes as packages for butter. 
These boxes hold 56 pounds net, and 
with thick grease- 
proof or parchment paper. They oc- 
cupy less space for storage than the 
circular tubs. They also cost less and 
carry the butter in a rather more ac- 
ceptable condition to the consumers’ 
shops. _ 

Prof, Robertson has great hopes of 
the Northwest as a dairying country. 
In two or three years he expects to 
see in that country an output of but- 
ter which will not only meetall the lo- 
cal requirements, but afford a large 
quantity for export. There are great 
possibilities ahead for shipping butter 
from the Northwest to the far Hast. 
France is exporting butter put up in 
tin packages to India, China, and Ja- 
pan, and Denmark is copying the 
French package, Prof. Robertson pur- 
poses securing some of these lines from 
France with the idea of encouraging 
their manufacture in Canada. He 
Northwest should bs able 
to export large quantities of butter to 
eastern countries.

‘The corunduin 
was found to occur in a coarse-grained red, 
folspathic rock, which forma, togwthor with 
red and brown micaceous gneiss, a per- 
pendicular cliff from 80 to 100 feet high at 
the base of a sloping mountain. Well 
developed cryst ils, often of large size, and 
generally of a grayish or brownish color, as 
woll as irregular masses of the corundum 
are thickly distributed through the 
rock, and the mineral was observed 
throughtout this rock for a distance of 
about 300 feot across the strike, und 
traced vlong the strike for about 700 feet. 
The interest of the find lies not in the 
possibility of the discovery of the gom 
varicties of the mineral, ruby and sap- 
phire, which is improbable in view of the 
nature of the occurrence, but in the fact 
that this is the first time that the mineral 
has been found to exist in Canada in any 
quantity and that it is valuable as an 
abrasive material on account of its great 
hardness, which, in the pure min- 
eral, is next to that of the diamond. 
Corundum is an oxide of alumi- 
num, the crystallized varieties being 
essentially pure, whilst the granular 
variety, to which the name ‘ emery” is 
given, contains more or less impurities, 
chiefly magnetite and homatite. The 
transparent purer kinds of blue and colors 
constitute the gems sapphire and ruby, 
These usually ocourr’as rolled pebbles in 
river beds, or as crystals imbedded in lime- 
stone, as in the famous ruby mines of Bur- 
mah. As already stated, the value 
of the mineral lies in its employment 
as an abrasive material, and statistics 
show that there is a widespread market 
forit. The supply of the mineral in the 
United States comes chiefly from North 
Carolina, small quantities of emery being 
also obtained in Westchester County. New 
York State. The finer grades of emery con- 
tinue to he imported fiom Turkey and 
Greece, Should further investigation prove 
the existence of this mineral in Jarge quan- 
tities in Hastings County it will, without 
doubt, lead to the opeving up of an import- 
ant industry.

Surely this is better 
than being dumped into an Indian family 
at Odessa. Johnny Wallace, too, has been 
very ill, It was feared he would never 
spesk, but through an oneration on his 
tongue he has recovered and can talk, and 
a good home ts provided for him. Little 
Ethel, too, has had ‘the whooping cough. 
She is one of the sweetest of all that the 
Society has dealt with. Mr. Watch says 
she has long been spoken for in one of the 
best families, and he is only keeping her 
until she fully recovers. 

I think the Soclety can thank God and 
take cour*ge, This only a small part of our 
work. Where {t is possible we warn the 
parents not only once, but quite often, be- 
fore we take severe measures. The humane 
work, too, is more in warning. Ont of over 
25 cases of cruelty to animals I have only 
prosecuted 2, I have spent hours on the 
frent road and other places, as well as in 
the city, watching over-loaded, hungry or 
galled horses, visited many stables. stopped 
fast driving on the streets. and In many 
ways have tried to mitigate the sufferines of 
dumb animals. For thisI get nothing, but 
often a scoldinz; yet I feel Lam more than 
paid in the general results, as I see con- 
Stantly less cause of complaint. 

I have had some lively experiences in the 
performance of my duty. In the police 
court case before referree to. had the Police 
Magistrate fully believed the evidence I 
must have been fined, I trust that some 
who gave evidence on that occasion will 
settle the matter with the higher court. 
I freely forgive them. Had it not been for 
the kind and loving words of encourage- 
ment from a christian lady. of this city, I 
should then have quit the work. I got 
badly shook up in Shannonyille. In the 
Seams case an officer reported to her that I 
intended taking her children away, which 
I did not. It was the third time I was 
there to warn her. I was struck on’ both 
arms with a club, with a stone on my back; 
half a brick pierced a large hole in my hat 
and laid bare the skull bone; but through 
i* all I feel none the worse, and IfT can see 
the little waifs,some of whom were bidding 
fairtotakea high place in our criminal 
calendar, being nurtured and cared for in 
some of our best Christian homes, I am still 
willing todo my humble part in assisting 
the society so far as I can in the grand 
work in which they are engaged.

Habakkuk says: “Thou makest my 
feet like hind’s feet,” a passage which 
means nothing save to the man that 
knows that the feet of the red deer, 
or hind, are pecullarly constructed, so 
that they ean walk among slippery 
rocks without falling. Knowing that 
fact, we understand that when Habak- 
kuk says, “Thou makest my feet like 
hind’s feet,’ he sets forth that the 
Christian can walk amid the most 
dangerous and slippery places without 
falling. In Lamentations we read 
that “the daughter of my people is 
cruel, like the ostriches of the wild- 
erness,"’ & passage that has no mean- 
ing save to the man who knows that 
the ostrich leaves its egg in the sand 
to be hatched out by the sun, and that 
the young ostrich goes forth unattend- 
ed by any maternal kindness) Know- 
ing this, the passage is significant,

I look back to 
my childhood days and remember 
When In winter nights In the sitting- 
room the children played the blithest 
and the gayest of all the company 
Were father and mother. Although 
reaching fourscore years of age, they 
never got old. 


Do not be disturbed as you see good 
and great men dic. People worry when 


some important personage passes off 
the stage and say, “His place will 
never be taken,” But neljther the 


church nor the state will suffer for it. 
There will be others to take the places, 
When God takes one man away, He 
has another right back of Him. God 
is so rich in resources that He could 
Spare 5000 Summerfields and Saurins, 
if there were so many. There will be 
other leaves as green, as exquisitely

Frame Work for the New Bridge—Dr. Mc- 
Eachren's Investigations—Other Notes. 
Niagara Falls, Ont., Noy. 5.—(Spe- 

cial.)—A. H. Smith, assistant mechani-

Dr. McHachran of Montreal, the Do- 
minion Inspector of Live Stock, has 
just completed an official inspection of 
the Niagara frontier, and had a confer 
ence with Dr. Boulter, the Frontier In- 
spector of Horses.

Nor 
Jo lLobject to the present Goyernment 
following closely in the footsteps of pre- 
vious Governments in all their wise and 
cood acts—for they may fairly be credited 
with such—but I do object to the cruel and 
unjust acts of anybody or any administra- 
tion being followed by the present Govern- 
iment, and that they should claim in justifi- 
cation of their conduct that they were 
doing nothing worse than had been done 


be dismissed ”—I 


by their predecessors. We must take 
he case as it now stands; we are judg- 
iag the present and not of the past. 


\ wrong done by the late Government 
cannot justify a wrong done by this 
Government. We are dealing with what 
ias been done, and with the utterances of 
ninisters of the Crown as to what they say 
they will do. We havea party now in 
power which claims to be pure and upright, 
a party which for the last eighteen years 
has denounced and exposed the eyil acts of 
Uonservative Administrations, but no 
sooner does that party of purity come into 
power than it follows the policy it previous- 
ly so strongly condemued. Is such conduct 
consistent with the ideas that honorable 
ind sincere men should haye of consist- 
ency? We have the facts before us—that 
i+ number of Government employees have 
ceen dismissed —without trial —without a 
hearing, and without evidence - unless 
prejudiced evidence —for taking part in the 
recent elections. If the places of those 
men are to bo filled with partisans the last 
evil will be as great as the first; but if their 
places are not to be filled at all, or filled by 
the best men, regardless of politics—then 
the evil will be mitigated. If the policy of 
**to the victors von the spoils,’’ is to be 
carried out by this Goverament,then we are 
entering upon a degrading, demoralizing 
and unholy policy, which will lead to dis- 
honesty in ofticial life, as it has done in the 
neighboring republic—and a crop of spies 
and informers will be called into existence, 
which will make public life an abomination 
to every honest person. It is an axiom in 
sritish law that no oneis to bo condemned 
unheard, and that every man is to be con- 
sidered innocent until proved guilty. 
Those dismissed men have had no trial— 
no Opportunity to defend themselves—but 
have been kicked out on ex parte repre- 
sentations made by partisans. Is that ac- 
cording to British law? Let us consider 
what these poor men have done! Have 
they broken any law, human or divine? 
Have they transgressed any rule laid down 
for their guidance? No. They have not 
been guilty of avy such transgression, nor 
have they done anything against the pre- 
sent Government. When they cast their 
votes and took part in the elections the 
present Government did not exist. Those 
inen in the exercise of thei poiitgal rights 
were unly carrying into effect the law of 
the land as free citizens, in a free country. 


They were exercising their undoubted 
right under our liberal — institu- 
tions, secured to them by the great 


political reformers of this country. ‘That 
is what they did, for which they aro 
trampled on, audthe bread taken out of 
their mouths, and out of the mouths of 
helpless women and children. By whom? 
By a Liberal Goveroment in the light of 
the 19th century! By a Government on

special commissioner upon tho mineral 
region of Hastings County. ‘Tho corres 
pondent begins an interesting and well 


Written article as follows : 


“Tt is difficult in the course of a brief 


visit to form «u definite estimate of any 
region, but aftor oven a woek’s tour of the 
middlo townships of the County of Hast- 
ings, one cannot but be convinced of the 
high mineralization of the district or of its 
possibilities as a wealth-producing « ountry. 

“While the px ople’of Toronto and south- 
orn Ontario gonerally are straining their 
oyes towards British Columbia, the Seine 
and Rainy River . thoy seem to be over- 
looking the existence of mining lands 
nearer home. The people are, ag a rule, 
altogether unaware of the fact that within 
120 miles or so of the Queen city nature 
has located deposits of gold, silver, iron 
lead, copper, mica, asbestos, actinolite,cor- 
undum, lithographic stone and other 
valuable minerals, Though Canadians are 
unappreciative of these riches of their own 
country, others are not, and the outlook is 
that before the slow-going Canuck 
‘catches on’ the whole region will be in 
the hands of Englishmen and Americans. 

**One London (Eng.) syndicate with a 
capital of half a million pounds sterling has 
already gained control of 135,000 acres of 
promising lands in the vicinity, and within 
the past few days a member of the British 
House of Commons, on behalf of Scotch 
capitalists, who own 20 Rossland mines, 
has repeatedly visited the district for the 
purpose of picking up any properties he 
could get hold of.”

FUND A MARES NEST 


Liberal Papers Make a Nolse 
About Nothing. 


Messrs. Davis Said te Haye Got Good 
Thing From Mrs Maggart- The Bx-Min 
later Denies the Whole Thing—The ba- 
amiuers fer the Civil Service Candidates 
—Why is the Dominion Government Not

Ottawa, Nov. 6.—(Special.)—The Lib- 
eral organs have discovered what they 
call a great scandal, but which, upon 
investigation, turns out to be nothing 
but a mare's nest. The statement |s 
made that in January last Messrs, 
Dayis, contractors for the Cornwall 
Canal, secured from the Government 
a lease of the whole water power 
which had been developed by the con- 
sruction of the Sheiks Island dam 
for a period of 21 years for $1000 a 
year. “At the end of the lease it may 
be renewed for 21 years more at the 
same price. For the first two years 
of the lease no rent is to be paid. This 
Water power, which means the whole 
force of the St. Lawrence River at 
this point. is said to be very valuable, 
and Mr. Davis is once more credited 
with having secured a good thing 
from Mr. Haggart without anyone else 
having an opportunity of tendering for 
it. The contract for Sheiks Island 
dam, amounting to over $300,000, was 
also let without tender.” 

Hon. Mr. Haggart, ex-Minister of 
Rallways and Canals, happened to be 
fin town to-day, and your correspondent 
called his attention to the statements 
made by the Liberal papers. Mr. Hag- 
Bart said that there was absolutely 
nothing in the alleged scandal. 
Messrs. Davis have the contract for 
lighting the canal, and to get power 
to generate the electricity, permission 
Was granted them to make a diagonal 
cut to Whoopells Lake, which is a 
small sheet of*water’ owned by the 
Government, For ‘this power the firm 
pay to the Government $1000 a year, 
which was decided by the department 
to be a reasonable sum. The firm are 
not allowed to touch any of the power 
created by the construction of the 
dam, and there {s nota shadow of 
foundation for the report that the 
Whole of the waterfront has been leas- 
ed to Messrs. Davis. With regard to 
the contract for the dam, Mr. Hag- 
gart repeated the statement previously 
made, The contract was given to 
Davis & Sons at the schedule prices 
they were recelving on the Cornwall 
Canal contract, and which they secur- 
ed as lowest tenderers in the face of 
the keenest competition.

The accident happened within half a 
mile of the town The steamer lay to 
While she sent a boat ashdre to land 
the survivors and then continued her 
voyage.

The case for the prosecution opened 


promptly at 10.30 o'clock. When the 
chairman called for the surrender of 
Mr. and Mrs. Custle by their bonds- 
men, they having been at liberty un- 
der £40,000 bail pending thelr trial, 
there was a pause, during which the 


crowd was hushed and expectant, until 
Mrs. Castle made her appearance, at- 
tended by two female nurses and her 
husband. 

Upon the reading of the charge Mr, 
Castle stood boldly upright and an- 
swered “Not guilty” to each of the 
counts, 

On behalf of Mrs. Castle Sir Sdward 
Clarke said that she pleaded gullty to 
each charge, and proceeded to give the 
reasons for making such a plea, While 
Sir Edward Clarke was speaking Mrs. 
Castle remained seated. She was dress: 
ed in sombre black, and kept her face 
covered with a handkerchief, While 
the jury was being sworn the silence 
woe broken only by Mrs, Castle's sob- 

ng. 

When the first charge was read, that 
of stealing a sablette worth £9 and a 
skin worth 5s, Mr, Avory, for the prose- 
cution said: “Subject to any opinion 
which Your Lordship may express, it 
appears to me that Mr. Castle was not 
& party to the thefts, and, chercfore, 
the prosecution will not offer any ev!- 
dence against Mr. Castle, While the 
case was in the Police Court, and both 
prisoners were denying gullt, it was 
impossible for the prosecution to take 
this course, for as long as the wife de- 
nied her guilt it was possible that the 
husband had taken the things.” 

The chairman replied: “I have read 
the depositions carefully and have ar- 
rived at the same conclusion. There 
is nothing in the evidence that has im- 
peached the innocence of Mr. Castle, 
and I entirely approve the course you 
have taken in the matter.” 

Mr. Avory, upon receiving the reply 
of the chairman, announced formally 
that the prosecution would not offer 
any evidence against Mr, Castle, The 
chairman then addressed the jury, say- 
ing: “As there is no eyidence to sup- 
port the indictment against t' ‘»fend- 
ant, Walter M. Castle, it is your duty 
to render a verdict of not guilty.” 
The jury responding with a verdict 
of not guilty, Mr, Castle was imme- 
diately discharged, and upon the ap- 
plication of Sir Edward Clarke to the 
court, Mrs. Castle was allowed to leave 
the court room attended by her nurses. 
Sir Frank Lockwood, Q.C., then began 
his opening for the defence, dilating in 
the course of his address upon the ter- 
rible posijion of Mrs, Castle, who had 
hitherto been a reputable woman occu- 
pying a high social position. 

Mr. Avory replied, giving the details 
of the evidence, as taken in the Police 
Court, in regard to the searching of 
Mrs. Castle's trunks, In which a mu- 
seum of articles was found, many of 
them still having their sale tickets at 
tached. In not a single instance, he 
said, was Mrs, Castle detected in tak- 
ing anything; so that she must have 
done her work so skilfully that even 
her husband, who was beside her, was 
unable to see what she was doing. 

Sir Edward Clarke, Q.C., for the de- 
fence, said that in view of the cruelty 
to which Mrs, Castle would have been 
subjected in having the facts discussed 
before her, he had advised the lady to 
plead guilty, She was not In want of 
money, and the insanity of her pro- 
ceedings ‘was proved in the fact of her 
handing a piece of fur with the sale 
ticket attached, showing the name of 
the owner, the price, etc., to another 
person for the purpose of getting the 
fur matched. Mrs. Castle, he said, had 
had a mental malady when she was & 
girl, and that malady had been recur 
ring during the last few months. R 

Dr. Grigg, a specialist in women's 
diseases, testified that he had examin- 
ed Mrs. Castle and found that her con: 
dition was such as to justify him in 
concurring In the statement made by 
Sir Edward Clarke. Such a condition, 
he said, generally resulted in mental 
disturbances, religious and other forms 
of mania rendered the sufferer irre- 
sponsible for her actions. 

Dr. George H. Savage, one of the 
leading Specialists in female diseases 
in Bngland, next took the stand and 
corroborated the testimony of Dr. 
a NP point In the proceedings the 
crush in the court room had become 
almost suffocating, and a number of 
ladies in the crowd were allowed to 
take seats upon the magistrates 
bench, an unusual occurrence, while 
others found seats upon the stairs and 
in and around the counsels’ benches, 
until every inch of available space 
waa filled.

He would not prolong the pain- 
ful scene, and, therefore, would at 
once proceed to pass entence, which 
was that the prisoner be confined in 
jail, without hard labor, for three 
months. 

As the chairman pronounced the 
sentence all eyes turned upon Mrs. 
Castle. who stood dazed for a moment, 
and then, as the full import of the 
chairman's words came to her, she be- 
came hysterical, obliging the nurses 
and prison warden to support her. She 
then began to moan plteously and 
finally to scream and struggle yiolent- 
ly. She was removed from the room 
as quickly as possible, and as she was 
being taken away cried out: “What 
does it mean? My God, what does it 
mean?" 

A good many of the ladies in the 
court-room exhibited strong emotion, 
Several of them weeping, and all ex- 
pressing deep sympathy with the un- 
fortunate prisoner, Whose screams 
could be heard faintly issuing from 
the underground passage through 
which she was taken, even after the 
court room had been cleared. 

Mr. Castle was congratulated upon 
his own release from custody. 
He said it was only justice that he 
had received, but he was not satisfied 
with the result of his wife’s case, He 
was exceedingly anxious about her, he 
said, and desirous of removing her to 
@ place of rest at the earliest possible 
moment. Application has already been 
made to the Home Office for Mrs. Cas- 
tle’s release, and it is understood her 
sentence {is practically formal, and that 
she will be liberated in a few days. 

The Central News announces that a 
petition was lodged at the Home Office 
this afternoon praying for the Queen's 
clemency in the case of Mrs. Castle, on 
the ground hat the lady’s physical and 
mental condition is not equal to the 
strain of imprisonment.

MARTIAL LAL

Mayor Albuquerque is Making Things 
Lively In Mozamblane 


Lisbon, Noy. 6.—The Tempo _ says 
that Major Monsinho Albuquerque, 
Governor of Mozambique, has suspend- 
ed the constitution, dissolved the muni 


cipal council and proclaimed martial 
law. He has also arrested three alder- 
men, including a brother of a judge of 
the Supreme Court at Loando, on the 
charge of supplying arms and muni- 
tlons to the Namorallos, a tribe of na- 
tives with whom the Portuguese are at 
war. The prisoners are awaiting trial 
in the fortress at Mozambique. Their 
offense is punishable by death. 

Major Albuquerque, who recently led 
an expedition into Manicaland, was 
surprised by 2000 Namorallos and was 
compelled to retreat after fighting 22 
hours. The Portucuese force compris: 
ed 300 natives of Portugal and 180 
blacks. ‘Two of the Portuguese were 
Killed and Major gAlbuquerque and 34 
other members of the expedition were 
wounded. Te loss inflicted on the 
Namorallos was htavy.

Winnipeg, Noy. 8.—(Special,)—Archbishop 
Langevin of St. Boniface spoke on the 
achool question at the ceremonies attending 
the redpening of St. Mary’s Church, this 
clty, to-night.

I're ure may extend the tUme a few 
days, but every effort will be made to 
put rigid limits upon it, se that the 
horde of protected interesta will not 
have time to swoop down on the Cadpl- 
tol and hold up the committec But 
it will require a longer time than the 
Republican leaders intend for the com- 
pletion of a tariff bill. None would be 
more willing to admit this than Major 
McKinley and Chairman Dingley, who 
have had much experience in such 
work. Thelr purpose simply is to 
make all the progress possible at the 
coming session in order to hasten the 
work of the special session, There ap- 
pears to be little doubt that the Re- 
publicans will have a safe tarif€ ma 
jority in the Senate. They may not 
have upon the face of returns a major- 
ity of Senators who are both for a new 
tariff and the maintenance of the gold 
standard, but they can rely upon the 
Support of two or three moderate sil- 
ver Republicans to consitute a tariff 
majority. It is not believed that th» 
elilver minority will filibuster against a 
new tariff bill, with prospects of two 
years of the new Congress before them, 
but the usual deliberation of the Sen- 
ate may postpone the passage of the 
bill until late in the summer. The new 
tariff bill will raise rates all along the 
Iine, In accordance with the declared 
policies of the Republican party. 

The promise of a new schedule of 
duties, to go into effect next August, 
simply means that the warehouse will 
be choked to suffocation with Imported 
wools and woolens during the time 
which passes before the new law takes 
effect. The only alternative is the 
passage of the Dingley bill of the last 
Congress within the next four months, 
before wool and woolen goods can be 
largely imported. The wool growers 
are not willing to accept this program, 
even if it could be carried cut, because 
they are not satisfied with the duties 
on wool in the Dingley bill, and they 
fear that if they submit to these it will 
be very difficult to obtain better terms 
later, 

Open war is likely to break out over 
this mattter between the wool-growers 
and the manufacturers, The Repub- 
Iicans do not propose to potter with 
any suggestions from Sound Money 
Democrats that the tariff should be let 
alone because of the combination of 
influences which elected McKinley, 
They declare that the demand for high- 
er protecion contributed to the sweep 
of the Republican victory in West Vir- 
ginia, Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota 
and Iowa, and to the increase of the 
tepublican vote in Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky. The increase in duty on agri- 
cultural products will be especially in- 
tended as a recognition of the loyalty 
of the Republican farmers of North 
New York and Michigan and Minnesota, 
whose products come directly in com- 
petition with those of the Canadian 
provinces along the border.

The prisoner Harvey was then ush- 
ered into court by High Constable 
Merewether and given @ seat at the 
table beside his counsel The prisoner 
Was apparently as cool as ever. 

Mr, Lk. BP. B. Johnston rose, and, ad- 
dressing the judge, sald that there 
were a number of indictments In the 
case and in some the facts were ne- 
cessarily the same, but the offence was 
charged in a different way. They had 
arranged the order of the indictments 
and the Crown were prepared with 
witnesses, books, etc. There were 
seven charges altogether. the other 
four being practically duplicates. 

The judge asked which charge they 
proposed going on with and Mr. John- 
ston replied: “In the order in which 
you have them.” 

Mr. Osler said he was ready to go 
on with the case, 

The judge told him that he had al- 
ready pleaded guilty. 

Mr. Osler said: ‘We propose in the 
seven indictments to withdraw the 
plea of not guilty and to plead gullty 
to each and all of these indictments. 
There were eleven charges, but four 
of them were duplicates. The disposal 
of the seven really disposes of the 
Whole eleven, and,”’ he reiterated, ‘we 
withdraw the plea of not guilty and 
plead guilty to the seven indictments 
as they are charged.” 

Mr. Johnston: The facts are practl- 
cally the same in all of these except 
that they were different transactions 
and the evidence we have is simply of 
the payments of the money and the 
entries in the books. The seven 
charges set out the different transac- 
tions. 

Mr. Peterson: The Crown proposes 
to offer no evidence on the four which 
are duplicates. 

The judge: It that I 
should pass sentence on seven 
indictments now, then. 

Mr. Peterson: Yes. 

The judge: I would be glad to hear 
what the counsel have to say in the 
case. I am not particularly well in- 
formed as to what reason there Is for 
any particular sentence. I thought I 
would hear what you have to say be- 
fore I pronounce sentence, which, if I 
can see my way clear, I will do now, 
for instance, if restitution had been 
made. 

Mr. Osler: I will have something to 
say as soon as the Crown moves for 
the passing of sentence.

As a matter of fact, the potato ia One 
of the greatest blessings whi h Am- 
erica has conferred upon the old, effete 
elvilizations of Europe, Another bless- 
ing of this kind for which Europe 18 
indebted to this country Is the tomato. 
Another Is tobacco, All three of thes 
are native American products, and each 
appropriately bears an Indian name, 

It is n curious fact, however, that 
potatoes have never grown to such 
magnificent proportions and reached 
so high a degree of excellence In their 
native soll as they have in Ireland. 
There the finest potatoes In the world 
are to be found. They grow in rich 
ubundance and are easily cultivated, 

In many parts of Ireland the people 
live altogether on potatoes, So grent 
is the nutriment contained in potatoes 
that they not only support life as no 
other single vegetable is capable of do- 
ing, but a potato diet is known to pro- 
duce men of large physical stature and 
great physical powers, such as are 
characteristic of the Irish in many of 
the rural districts, where meats as food 
are practically unknown. 

An Irishman has pointed out the fact 
that “an exclusive potato diet consists 
of buttermilk, salt, butter and potatoes, 
with a litde whisky on the side,” This, 
it will readily be seen, is capable of 
producing a fine race of men. 

At first, however, the Irish people 
regarded the potato with a good deal 
of suspicion. This may have come 
from the fact that the potato was in- 
troduced into Ireland by Sir Walter 
Raleigh, who was then engaged in Op- 
pressing the people about Cork, 80 
that they may not have unnaturally 
imagined the potato a device of Saxon 
ingenuity intended to be introduced 
into their midst for their undoing. 

It was a long time before Sir Walter 
could get the Irish to eat potatoes, He 
had to eat a lot of them himself to con- 
vince the people that they were harm- 
less. 

Another strange proceeding of this 
man was his introduction of tobacco, 
which he brought at about the same 
time from America to Ireland. Sir 
Walter Raleigh lived at Youghal in a 
pretty house, which is still to be seen, 
and the very spot is pointed out where 
he planted the first potatoes, It Is in 
the garden of his house at Youghal, 
and a few feet away is the place where 
Sir Walter was smoking his first pipe 
of tobacco under a tree when his ser- 
vant threw a pail of water on him, 
thinking him to be on fire. 

The Irish took to the potato more 
readily than they did to tobacco. The 
former throve amazingly in the damp 
Irish climate, where tobacco would 
never grow. 

At the same time the potato was 
having a hard time of it in its slow 
march of conquest on the Continent 
of Burope. It had to fight its way inch 
by Inch 

First the Pope got his eye on it. The 
Catholic church opposed the potato, 
and for more than a century and a half 
kent it out of France and Germany. 
English Puritans at the same time 
regarded the potato with horror be- 
cause it was not mentioned in the Bi- 
ble. The peasantry in France were led 
to believe that the potato was the 
cause of leprosy, and this superstition 
Was not overcome until Turgot per 
suaded Louis XVI. and the Queen to 
wear potato blossoms at a court ball. 
That was a great day for the potato 
which for more than a century and a 
half had struggled against ignorance. 
Scotland was one of the last of Bu- 
ropean countries to welcome the potato, 
although the Scotch to-day are among 
the greatest potato-eaters on earth. 
The earliest mention of the potato in 
Scotland is in 1701, when the Duchess 
of Buccleuch was furnished with a peck 
bought in Edinburgh for two shillings 
and sixpence. They were a great rar- 
ity. 

The next reference is thirty years 
later, when potatoes were used as a 


supper dish by the Barl of Eglintoun. 
It was not until 1746 that potatoes came 
into the market In Scotland.

under their arms, or in vessels piled 
one above the other In nets suspend- 
ed from the long poles which they 
carry over the shoulder, Everywhere 
are little brown bables whose sole cos- 
tume Is a piece of string tied round 
thelr waists, and possible bracelets 
and ankles, 

Now pass flocks of goats to the milk- 


ing, or little humped bullocks draw- 
ing rough wooden carts or carrying 


burdens; perhaps a line of camels fas- 
tened together with total disregard 
of their comforts by means of a 
String tled to the tall of one and pass- 
ed through the nostrils of his com- 
panion immediately following. 

Here comes a merchant borne In a 
palki, or a great man reclining in a 
carriage driven by a gaily but un- 
tidily clad coachman and preceded by 
mounted sowars carrying little flags 
or lances. Turning into the bazaar, 
the scene is even more animated. On 
either side of the narrow street are 
litle open shops, like platforms raised 
about a couple of feet above the 
ground, sheltered by projecting awn- 
ings of bamboo, thatch, or tiles, The 
side-posts and Hntels are sometimes, 
as at Muttra. curiously carved; some- 
times, as at Baroda, gaudily painted 
red, green and yellow. On the plat- 
form the master of the establishment 
often spreads his charpoy and bolster, 
such a bed as the healed paralytic 
would have carried away with him, 
and waits placidly for the bargaining 
customers. Even the pie, about a 
third of a farthing, is not minute 
enough for native transactions, and a 
pile of cowfle shells by his side re- 
presents yet smaller change. 

Here you see every kind of petty 
Ware in process of manufacture or dis- 
played for sale-grain of all kinds, 
pink and yellow flowers to offer in the 
temple or to hang around the neck of 
an honored guest, tempting gold and 
silver braid, colored cloths, folded as 
they arrived from Manchester, or held 


out to dry as they are drawn fresh 
from the dyeing vat. Boys squat with 
Strings tled to their toes which they 


are twisting ready for bead necklaces; 
men are concocting from sugar, milk, 
cocoa and grain the endless variety 
of sweetmeats fer the native palate; 
women are griliu.ug corn with circular 
stones or spinning cotton with rudely- 
fashioned hand-wheels. 

Heavy silver ornaments and glitter- 
ing native jewelry with imitation 
stones attract the young wives—nose- 
rings, ear-rings, anklets and particul- 
arly lac bracelets which have to be 
squeezed over the hand without break- 
ing previous to payment, at the ex- 
pense of a crushing of bones, which 
brings tears to the eyes Native 
men, moreover, often have thelr arms 
elaborately tattoed, but this custom 
does not obtain among the men. 

Cheap purchases are made standing 
in the street, but if you wish to in- 
dulge in more costly wares you are 
invited inside, and perhaps to an 
upper room.

The Navajo Mountain, the julting 
buttes that line the verge of the Grand 
Canyon of the Colorado of Arizena,

On Nayajo 
Mountain these continue to the sum- 
mit, and, as the crowning piece, a 
large block of sandstone stands ona the 
top, the four sides presenting smooth 
surfaces, ‘These faces are more than 
100 feet square, and on each face is a 
picture of the sun, with the figure of 
seven warriors bowed, as to the earth, 
in prayer, Beneath the warriors are 
muany hieroglyphic characters, prob- 
ably a prayer to the sun god On @ 
boulder, by he verge of he canyon 
js a picture of a woman kneeling in 
prayer to the sun. On one of the can- 
yon walls, more than 100 feet from 
anything that could have furnished 
the barbaric artist a foot or a hand 
bold, here is a weird panoramic view 
in three scenes, Under a tree a child 
is sleeping. One little hand lles across 
iis breast, while the other has fallen 
carelessly by its side.

Allover tho arsenical belt, referred to in 

yesterday's letter, in the Deloro mines fine 
bodies of mispickel ore have been discover 
ed, The deposits occur, as before stated, in 
veins varying in width at the surface from 
itoSl fect, Test pits have been sunk on 
several properties and upon some of them 
the veins uncovered fora con- 
siderable length. 

Under the head of these somi-developed 
or merely prospected properties may be 
classed two lying to the south of Deloro. 
These are the Willlams and Dean mine, for- 
merly owned by Judge Dean, of Lindsay. 
but now In the hands of Cook Bros, of To- 
ronto, anda location on lot 6, inthe Sth 
concession of Marmora, held byA, H. Camp- 
bell, also of this city. 

(tHE FIVE ACRES. 

Next, and lying to the northwest of the 
Deloro workings, may be mentioned the 
Gatling Five Acres, formerly owned by the 
brother of the man who invented the Gat- 
ling gun. This property, a partial develop- 
ment of which has laid open enough deposits 
to mark it as perhaps the richest piece of 
Innd in the arsenical belt, is owned by Henry 
Corby, M.P., and others, Should the bromo- 

cyanogen process prove a sucoess in treat- 

ing the Deloro ores the Five Acres will 

come to the front as a valuable property. 
THE MALONE MINE. 

Three or four miles farther north than 
Malone, on the Central Ontario Railway, is 
found the Cresent Gold Mining Company's 
location, owned by a syndicate of Montreal 
gentlemen, chiefly C.P.R. magnates, It is 
situated on the east half of lot 6 in the 8th 
concession of Marmora, and contains veins 
of mispickel carrying gold to the yalue of 
$12 and upwards per ton. It has a 60-foot 
shaft and near it there was some time since 
erected a well-equipped Fraser & Chalmers 
ten-stamp-mill, but after two years work it 
was abandoned. This mine is reputed to 
have turned out a lot of gold when it was 
formerly known af the Fiegel property. 

MENRY CORBY OWNS IT. 


have been 


Adjacent to the Crescent is the Gladstone, 
a holding of 27 acres in the name of Henry 
Corby, M.P., and others. The veins have 
been opened and a couple of shafts sunk, 
butthe mine is now idie, This property 
has, besides mispic¥el ores, alsoa big vein 
ofiron pyrites carrying gold, 

The Demarse mine, on lot 23, in the 6th 
concession of Marmora, is a location upon 
which some development work has resulted 
in finding picked samop!es of ore going $1000 
or $5090 to the ton. This claim is now bond- 
ed to Thomas Benfield, of Newark, New 
Jersey. 

THE BELMONT GOLD MINE. 


Haying taken in the chief mispickel ore- 
bearing properties in the neighborhood, my 
next visit was toa mining section situated 
about eight miles northwest from Marmora, 
and therefore more than 12 from Deloro. 
The gold district, which is about 15 miles 
long by 5 wide, extends over portions of the 
bownbhice of Belmont and Marmora, in the 
counties of Peterborough and Hastings re- 
spectively. The formation here found is a 
dioritée with dykes of Huronian syenite, in- 
tersected with ore veins cairying gold in 
iron pyrites. The absence of arsento is a 
point in favor of the profitable working of 
the properties in this belt, 


PAVED WITH GOLD ORE, 


The discovery of the Belmont mine oc- 
curred quite by accident, For upwards of 
60 years the township road, which runs 
through the property, was travelled by way- 
farers, who knew not that the thorough- 
fare was literally “ paved with gold.” One 
day not many years ago Mr, A. W. Cars- 
callen, M.P., when out prospecting for as- 
bestos, noticed an outsropping of quartz by 
the wayside, and, jumping out of his bug- 
gy, found that an extensive vein of rich ore 
ran beneath the surface of the road fora 
hundred yards or so and then struck out 
across a ridge in a neighboring field. A 
little careful prospecting showed the ex- 
istence of several outcroppings of quartz in 
the neighborhood, and development opera- 
tions were soon proceeded with. 

The Belmont gold mine, which is held by 
Mr. Carscallen, Includes the east half of lot 
20 and the southeast quarter of lot 21, in 
the Ist concession of Belmont, in the 
County of Peterborough, and also the west 
half of lot 20in the Ist concession of Mar- 
mora, in the County of Hastings, about 257 
acies in all. The Ontario, Belmont and 
Northern Railway, which runs across one 
corner of the property, joins the Central 
Ontario Railway ten miles away, and via 
the ©. O. R. connects with the OC, P. R. and 
G. T. R. to the south. 


THE ORE DEPOSITS, 


Phe ore deposits consist of a system of 
quartz veins, more or less decomposed at 
the surface and carrying sulphurets of iron 
and traces of copper. Ina personal survey 
of the property I examined four distinct 
veins, all having a more or less similar 
trend and a southerly to southwesterly dip. 
The sulphurets are scattered through the 
quartz gangue of the velns with occasional 
streaks and bands near the walls of chloritic 
schist, which are persistent throughout the 
course of the velns. 

The four strongly defined veins I examin- 
ed are known as the Main, Centre, O'Neill 
and Chisholm veins, and more or less 
development work bas been done upon all 
of them, 


DEVELOPMENT WORK. 


Beginning at the main veln near the 
road, I visited the main shaft, which has 
been sunk first vertically, and then follow- 
ing the dip of the vein toa depth of 132 foet, 
The vein shows distinctly all the way down. 
At the surface it is only 34 feet wide, but on 
descending it widens to 12 feet, pinches 
lower down to 14 feet and widens at a still 
greater depth to 6 feet, which width Itt 
malotains to the bottom of the shaft, A 
spur was noticrd 50 feet down coming in 
from the north. Near the surface the ore 
was founlto be more or less oxidized in 
character, but below this the vein matter Is 
a hard, white quartz containing sulphurets 
in variable quantities, 

GOLD PANNED 

After crossing a swampy hollow I found 
the main vein following its true course, 
cropping out again in the side of a knoll. 
Here a cut has been driven into the bill 
side, and ashaft of some depth sunk. At 
the mouth of the cut the vein measures 10 
feet across, and the hanging and foot-wall 
are seen to be of the orthodox kind. ‘The 
walls are chlorite and che veln matter | 
quartz, stained and brown from the decom 
posed sulphuret of iron, From a panning 
of the decomposed and crumbled quart 
here obtained I secured a nice 
coarse-graineJ! gold dust

TARIFF CHANGES AND MONTREAL 
BOARD OF TRADE, 





As was’ predicted, both in tho Senato 

and in the Commons, during tho last ses- 
sion of Parliament, trade has become ton 
great extont paralyzed, owing to tho un- 
certainty as to what is to be done in tho 
way of tariff changes, and when action 1s 
to be taken thereon. This uncertainty is, 
particularly to importers snd manufactur- 
ers, literally ruinous. Tho former dare 
not import as in former years ; noris iy 
safe for tho latter to manufacture to any 
extent, fearing changes in the tariff, which 
would destroy the profits of the importer 
and render unsalable any surplus which 
the manufacturer might have on hand, 
except at a loss in both cases. Trado 
being paralyzed for theso reasons, the 
Metal, and Hardware, and Wholesale Diy 
Goods Association of the Montreal Board 
of Trade have met, held moetings and 
potitioned the Premier, setting forth tho 
difficulties under which they lator, owing 
to the uncertainty which prevails as to 
what changes are to be mado in tho tariff, 
the day and month on which these changes 
when made are to come into force and 
take effect; and praying to have a dey 
fixed some time in the future when tho 
now law should come into force, 

Tho course pursued by the members cf 
the Board of Trade is an unusual one. 
Anxioty and curiosity have been mani- 
fested as to the answer which the Premier 
would give to these requests. Nono has 
yet been vouchsafed, so far as we haye 
beon able to ascertain, -hence the effect 
upon trade generally is rendered more in- 
jurious than ever. 

The manufacturers’ petition sets forth 
their grievances in the following words : 


That owing to the anticipated chavges in 
the tariff affecting the Metal and Hardware 
trade and the manufacturing thereof, the 
condition of business at the present time Is 
most unsatisfactory, there being naturally 
4 want of confidence in future yalues, due 
to the uncertainty prevailing as to the pro- 
posed changes, and also as to the date on 
which they will take effect; 


“That, in the opinion of your petitioners, 
An assurance from your Government that 
the Tariff Bill would contain a proyision 
whereunder it would not become effective 
until a stated subsequent date, would to a 
great extent remove the present uncertain 
feeling in business circles aod immediately 
improve business ; 


* That-your petitioners are aware that tho 
practice herein suggested, of delaying the 
operation of changes in the tariff for some 
time after they have become law, isin vogue 
in the United States; for instance, the 
tariff which passed Congress on June 10th, 
1890, only came into force on October 6th, 
1800, and the tariff which passed Congress 
in March, 1804, was not put into operation 
until August 38th, 1804 ; 


“That there is a strong feeling that if no 
assurance of the nature suggested is given, 
the present serious shrinkage in business 
may become alarming and have the effect of 
causing merchants to limit their importa- 
tions and manufacturers to reduce their 
production to a considerable extent, which 
action will necessitate the discharge of a 
large number of employes during the 
winter and early spring months, whereas 
the deferring of the date of the a pplication 
of the changes in the tariff! would contri. 
~hute toa more satisfactory state of busi- 
ness; 

“Wherefore, your petitioners, being Im: 
pressed with the great importance of this 
matter, pray that your honorable Cabinet 
will give a public assurance that the Tariff 
Act shall provide that any alteration of the 
duties contained therein shall not go into 
operation until the Ist day of July next. ” 


The petition of the Wholesale Dry Goods 
Association is couched in much the same 
languago, pointing out the difficulties un- 
der which they labor in making their pur- 
chases in Europe, They say 


“That the cxisting uncertainty as to the 
dateon which the revised tariff will come 
into operation is now resulting, aud will 
continue to result in very Serious loss toim 
porters and trade generally ;

Even those concessions have led to 
trouble, annoyances and feauds of an end- 
less character, which can only bo avoided 
by making tho tariff effective the day on 
the announcemont is male iu the

On the whole, experionce has shown that 
tlio system of giving effect to tariff changes 
immediately on their boing mado, is the 
most wholesome. Though some may bo

That fear, doubt and anxiety among mon 
wiose capital is invested in any and all 
business oporations is beyond cavil, as it is 
impossible for anyone to form an opinion 
of what will bo dono by the men in power, 
pirticularly when we consider the checker- 
1 promises in which they have indulged 
in the past, whethor it is to be Free Trade, 
puro and siinple—Free Trade, as it is in 
Eaglin t—Revenue Tariff—Iucidental Pro- 
tection—Unrastric'ed Reciprocity —Com- 
mercial Union, or the list promis» to re- | 
lieve the farmor from taxation, and at the 
Sane time not intorfore with the 
facturing intvrosts of the country ; no one 
knows; hence the painful uncertainty 
which pervades allclasses of she community, 
intensified by the repzatsd violation of 
pre-election promises. Whon tho Con- 
servya‘ive Government anooancel its in- 
tention to revise the tariff it was distinct'y 
stated that such revision would be ma!o 
strictly upon the lings of the National 
Policy. Even that qualified declaration 
was 4 mistake, and did much injury t» the 
trade of the country. If such wero the 
couse with tho knowledga that that policy 
would be carried out, should we 
prised at the doubts and uncertainties, 
Which now trouble all classes of the con- 
mercial community, particularly whou 
thoy know with what class of politiciacs 
thoy lave to deal?

Mrs. Sternaman’s arrest was made on 
a telegram received from the officlals 
of Cayuga, Canada, asking the polic 
here to arrest her on a charge of mur- 
der, 

This morning Commissioner Fair- 
child's room in the Postoflice building 
was crowded with witnesses and spec- 
tators. Mrs. Sternaman, without the

care on her face, was 
10 o'clock 
befor: 
accompanied by an elderly 
woman, who kissed Mrs. Sternaman af 
fectionately, came in also and took 
ecats beside her. They were shortly 
afterwards followed by Mrs, Sterna- 
man's parents. The mother sat by her 
daughter, and her eyes were red from 
weeping. The father, a medium sized 


man, with iron grey hair and aide 
Whiskers, sat on tha opposite side of 
the room, 


Shortly after 10 o'clock Messrs. Duck- 
witz and Thayer, attorne for Mrs. 
Sternaman, appeared. They were close- 
ly followed by Charles Thomas, who 
is attorney for the Canadian Govern- 
ment, and J. Wilson Murray, the Ca- 
nadian Chief Inspector of Immigration, 
who is the official representative of 
the Canadian Government atthe trial. 
Mrs. Sternaman manifested a keen and 
lively interest in the case, and fre- 
quently smiled upon her relatives and 





friends. Whatever her guilt may be 
she has splendid nerye, and appears 
to be very confident of ultimate tri- 
umph. 

Commissioner Fairchild heard four 
witnesses this morning, They were 
Willlam Ralph Leitley, agent of the 
John Hancock Insurance Co, ; Charles 


A. Medlicott, resident claim agent of 
the Metropolitan Insurance Co.; Dr. 
Wm, Langley, examiner for the Insur- 
ance Co.; and Frederick Dodsworth 
of the Hancock Insurance Co. All 
were formal witnesses, simply identify- 
ing the policies and other papers, and 
testifying to Sternaman’s good health 
when examined for the insurance. 

Mr, Thomas, attorney for the Cana- 
dian Government, attempted in his 
examination of these witnesses to show 
the fabrications resorted to by Mrs, 
Sternaman in order to cover her guilty 
deeds and obtain her husband's in- 
surance, Mr, Thayer, her attorney, on 
the contrary, tried to prove the 
genuineness of the policies and the 
absurdity of the supposition that she 
entertained any schemes at the time 
for the death of her first and second 
husbands, 

Detective Murray of Toronto was 
placed on the stand at 1 o'clock. He 
testified that he was the duly author- 
ized detective in the Sternaman case, 
and that he had obtained all the ex- 
pert medical evidence read at the first 
examination, 

Drs. W. C. Phelps and Edward L. 
Frost, who attended Sternaman and 
Mrs. Sternaman’s first husband during 
their illness, was called to testify this 
morning. Both were formal witness- 
es, testifying to the condition of the 
man when they were called, etc. 

One important statement was made 
by Dr. Frost In response to a question 
put by Attorney Duckwitz. Dr, Frost 
said that, in his opinion, a man might 


suffer from chronic poisoning months 
after taking a dose of arsenic, and 
that death might come a month cr 


more afterwards from the same dose. 

This evidence, while interesting, is 
not relevant to the points at issue, and 
was not contradicted by the attorneys 
and the officials who are trying to get 
the extradition warrant. 

A recess was taken until 2.30, but it 
was 3 o'clock before the proceedings 
began. Dr. Frost was recalled. Dr. 
Trost attended Sternaman while he re- 
sided at 27 Elsie-place, Buffalo. He 
first visited him on June 24. He urged 
Mrs. Sternaman to have her husband 
removed to a hospital, but she abso- 
lutely refused to do this, 

Dr. W. C. Phelps was called in con- 
sultation, and agreed with Dr. Frost in 
advising Sternaman's removal to a hos 
pital. Sternaman, when he saw that 
his wife objected to such a procedure, 


said that he would remain at home, 
where he could receive her attention. 
Dr, Frost treated Sternaman for ar- 


senical poisoning. 
The hearing was, at 4 p.m., adjourn- 
ed till 10 o'clock to-morrow morning.

able either to proyide a concentrator—and 
it was essentially a concentrating proposi- 
tion—or to duplicate the roasting furnace, 
asitwasin tho-furnace that the work 
was retarded, The mill was not a stamp 
mill, but the grinding of the ore was done 
in a Griffin mill, and the power was sup- 
plied by a water wheel. 

Mr, A. Blue, director of the Bureau of 
Mines, visited the works while they were 
in operation, making a most painstaking 
examination of them, and if you will kind- 
ly secure a copy of his report, for the year 
1894 (I think), you will see in it a very 
succinct account of the mill, and of the 
Walker-Oarter process. Thero were difli- 
culties, too, at the head office in Toronto, I 
believe, but they are dead and buried, and 
had better be allowed to **R. I. P.”” Any- 
way, [am not familiar with the true in- 
wardness of them. 

Tho arsenic theso North Hastings ores 
carry is a very valuable adjunct to them, 
and much of the mispickel is so heavily 
charged with it that the ore could be pro- 
fitably worked for the arsenic alone, and 
the gold made the by-product, absurd as 
it may seem to say so. 

The ore can be roasted and the arsenic 
condensed without the aid of the expensive 
water-jacketed iron retorts used in the 
Walker-Carter process, or yet without the 
cumbrous brick flues used long ago at De- 
loro and elsewhere in North Hastings. As 
white arsenic is worth somewhere about 
$60 per ton, with a practicably unlimited 
demand, there should be money in it. 
North Hastings has been richly endowed 
by nature with underground treasures, 
and little is yet known about them, the 
deepest shaft there having scarcely pene- 
trated 200 feet. What will be found when 
some of the veins have been explored for 
1,000 or 3,000 feet below the grass roote it 
would be very interesting to know, per- 
haps more gold, possibly less, perhaps 
mao some other now unsuspected min- 
eral.

The St. James’ Gazette asks whether

Submit to arbitration, and whereupon 





President Cleveland und Secretary Ol- 
hey declared they should, or the United 
States would make them,” 

lt adds: “If it does, it will be diffi- 
cult to disprove the American claim 
that the agreement is a square back- 
down on the part of Great Britain. 
That the agreement includes a general 
treaty of arbitration is an indisputable 
benefit, and the decisian of the com- 
mittee not to report relieves President 
Cleveland's Government of the most 
Serious difficulty of its own creation.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette thinks that 
hereafter disputes are less likely to oc- 
cur, now that the principle of dealing 
directly with the little republics ig set 
aside in favor of negotiations with 
their powerful protector. 

The Globe welcomes the agreement 
“because it releases the American Gov- 
ernment from a false and dangerous 
position.” Continuing, it says: ‘Had 
the commission reported adversely to 
Great Britain it would force President 
Cleveland to attempt the coercion of 
Great Britain or eat the humblest of 
humble ple. No one in this country 
Wishes to see the development of the 
United States retarded for half a cen- 
tury, as it would necessarily have been 
if the Government at Washington had 
seen fit to enter, on so trivial a pre 
text, upon so unequal a contest. The 
decision of the commission to withhold 
its report is an obvious but effective 
way out of an awkward situation.” 

In criticism of the tribunal The Globe 
refers to the fact that Venezuela is not 
represented, in spite of Lord Salis- 
bury’s early assertion that the question 
at issue only concerned the United 
Kingdom and Venezucla, and con- 
cludes: “It must be clearly understood 
that the constitution of the new tri- 
bunal of arbitration is not to constitute 
a precedent for arranging all further 
disputes betweeen the United States 
and the United Kingdom in North and 
South America, and that we are not 
ready to recognize Monroelsm as inter 
national law.” 





JOHN HAYES HAMMOND . 





Roports on Deep Level Mining and Speaks 
Well of South Africa. 


London, Nov. 11—At the annual 
meeting to-day of the Consolidated 
Gold Fields Company, John Hayes 


Hammond, the American engineer who 
was in charge of the works at the 


time of the disturbances at Johannes- 
burg, and who was condemned to 
death, but subsequently reprieved and 
heavily fined as one of the members of 
the famous Reform Committee, pre- 
sented an exhaustive report on the 
deep level mining. It was received 
With great favor. The meeting was 
warely attended and very enthuslas- 
tic. 

At the close of the proceedings Mr. 
Hammond was interviewed by a re- 
presentative of the United Associated 
Presses regarding the prospects of 
South Africa. He said: ‘The prospects 
in South Africa were never brighter. 
The recent depression in prices caused 
a scarcity of money and everyone was 
obliged to sell good securities. But 
the outlook is good. There has been a 
large gold output. The report that 
President Kruger will cancel the 
claims held by the company is untrue.” 





Mr. and Mra Castle. 

London, Noy. 11.—Mr. and Mrs. Wal- 
ter M. Castle of San Francisco paid a 
visit to the United States Embassy this 
afternoon, and received from the offi- 
clals there a copy of the official docu- 
ments giving the reasons of the Home 
Secretary, Sir M. W. Ridley, for the 
release of Mrs. Castle from Wormwood 
Scrubs Prison. Mr. and Mrs. Castle 
will leave for America immediately af 
ter arranging their private affairs here, 
probably sailing this week. 

The Chronicle, in commenting upon 
Mrs. Castle’s case, does not quarrel 
with her release, but wishes that the 
British law were more even-handed, 
and that the same consideration were 
extended to poor as to rich kleptomani- 
acs. 

The Daily News says, with reference 
to the same subject, that it was fore- 
seen, and besides,-"anything to oblige 
Mr. Bayard.” ‘The Standard and The 
Graphic both fully approve of Mrs. 
Castle's release, 





Lothaire Must Pay forthe Trousscau. 


London, Nov. 11.—A despatch to The 
Pall Mall Gazette from Brussels says 
that Major Lothaire, who was sued by 
Miss Vunhecke for 50,000 francs dam- 
ages on the ground of breach of pro- 
mise of marriage, has been condemned 
to pay the expenses of her trousscau, 


but she was not awarded any dam- 
ages. 

Major Lothaire is the Belgian official 
of the Congo Free State who sum- 
marily executed Stokes, the English 
trader, by hanging him after a very 
brief court-martial, which conyicted 
him of selling arms and ammunition 


to the natives.

“MIRA, THE WONDERFUL.” 


Most Vreakish of All the 


Variafic Stars. 


The principal objects of interest to 
the naked eye star-gazer this month 
(November), aside from the constella- 
(ions, Which may readily be located 
with the air of the planisphere, are 
the variable star Mira, the Leonid me- 
teors and the planet Mars. 

The star Omicron Ceti, better known 
as “Mira, the Wonderful,” one of the 
most freakish of the variable stars— 
particulaly interesting because of the 
great range of its variability—Is now 
on ‘the point of coming into visibility 
to the naked eye, and will probably 
reach its maximum of brilllancy some 
time next month, It is in a particular- 
ly good position for observation, and 
no one who is interested in celestial 
phenomena should miss this oppor- 
tunity of forming the star’s acquaint- 
ance and noting its eccentricities, 

The peculiarity of Mira is this: Or- 
dinanily it is invisible to the naked 
eyo, being when at its faintest of be- 
tween the ninth and tenth magnitudes, 
Having remained at this point of low- 
est brilliancy for some weeks it begins 
slowly to brighten, and after awhile 
it becomes visible to the naked eye. 
It cuussnues to brighten for a month or 
six weeks longer, when it attains @ 
maximum of brilliancy.which is usual- 
ly that of a star of about the third 
magnitude, In this condition it re- 
mains, sometimes fluctuating in bright- 
ness, for a fortnight or so, and then 
begins to lose its lustre, and in about 
three months it is again beyond the 
reach of the naked eye. 

Mira runs the oycle of its changes in 
an average period of about 11 months, 
though there is a considerable irregu- 
lerity in its period, as well as in its 
brilllancy when at its brightest. Its 
last maximum occurred some time in 
January last. Owing, however, to the 
prevalence of cloudy weather during 
that and the preceding months ob- 
Servers were not able to fix upon the 
precise date of the occurrence, nor to 
determine very exactly the star's 
greatest date of the occurrence nor to 
fallcn short of the third magnitude. 

The cause of the singular dgportment 
of this and similar variable stars is 
among the enigmas which science is 
SUll attempting to unriddle. Upon 
Mr. , Lockyer's “meteoritic theory” 
Mira is not strictly speaking, a ‘‘star” 
—that is, a sun. It is simply a con- 
densing shoal of meteors, its light be- 
ing due to heat engendered by the col- 
lisions of these meteors, which are as- 
sumed to be in motion among them- 
Selves, owing to their mutual attrac- 
tion for one another. There are here, 
according to Mr. Lockyer, two such 
meteor shoals, circling about each 
other in orbits of such eccentricity 
that, while ordinarily the two masses 
of meteors do not Iinterefere with one 
another, yet when they are the nearest 
together one of them grazes or passes 
partially through the other. As a con- 
Sequence the collisions become more 
numerous and more violent, and we see 
the “star” increase in brilllancy. The 
spectroscope shows that the star's in- 
crease in splendor is due mainly, if not 
Wholly, to an outburst of glowing 
gases, a fact which ds quite in har- 
mony with Mr. Lockyer’s theory. In- 
deed, this theory was based originally 
upon experiments made with the spec- 
troscope. When shining only faintly 
the star is decidedly red; but as it 
vrightens it loses its redness. and its 
spectrum shows bright lines, indicative 
of luminous gases, among which is the 
ever-present hydogen. 

Mira is now at 9 p.m. in mid-hea- 
vens in the southeast. To find it—or 
its position. for it is not now visible— 
first find Menkar, the second magnitude 
star In the snout of Cetus. This star 
forms with the Pleiades and the pair 
of in the head of Aries a triangle 
with nearly equal sides. To the right 
of Menkar is @ group of three stars 
as shown on the planisphere. The mid- 
dle one of these is Gamma CetJ, of the 
third magnitude. The lowermost, of 
the fourth magnitude, is Delta Cetl. 
This star Delta is almost exactly mid- 
way between Menkar and Mira. With 
an opera glass a small triangle of 
seventh magnitude stars may be seen 
In the spot here indicated. Mira will 
make its appearance at the centre of 
this triangle. Keep a watch upon it.

“I would not recede from our de- 
mands for land reform, nor from any 
of the other great principles contained 
in the preamble of this order, but I 
would designate them as battle grounds 
to be fought over after we have 
throttled the life out of the money 
power that is undermining the founda- 
tion of American Uberty. 

“The spontaneous influx of gold and 
resumption of manufacturing since 
the result of the election was known 
proves conclusively that the gold 
barons’ and the corporations locked up 
the money and closed the factories of 
the country to secure the victory over 
the people by arbitrary force. 

“The demands of the people for the 
necessaries of life were no greater 
after election than before, and except 
the millions laid out by the money 
power to corrupt the voters, the peo- 
ple had no more money with which to 
buy the necessaries of life after elec- 
tion than they hed before it. 

“No honest cause can be given for 
the unlocking of money and the re- 
vival of Industries after the late elec- 
that did not exist before the 
clection occurred.

lic is of course rubbed on the 
dish, but a pretty thorcigh use of it 
lu that way helps the in several 
ways, It, like all its vegetable kin, has 
a definite sleep-producing tendency, 
and then it makes a salad taste so 
well that you eat twice as much of 
ii as you otherwise would, and that 
iy a point gained. Besides its express 
soporific tendency, most people's stom- 
achs stand in sore need of more sala 
than they get, and they profit in sleep 
by an improved digestion. Very stub- 
bern cases of insomnia are frequent- 
ly cured by a steady habit of eating 
such a salad as desoribed at the even- 
ing meal. Baths can be made invalu- 
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able In treating insomnia, but either 
a hot or a cold bath just before going 
to bed is often perilous to sleep; itds 
stimulating, not soothing. 

For all who can stand such 
treatment a cold morning plunge is 
good for sleeping habits, because it 
tones the nerves; but the bath im- 
mediately sleep-provoking, is the sitz 
taken in conjunction with a hot foot 
bath; a hot foot bath alone is often 
tried, but where the brain activity is 
strong, it is not effective enough in 
drawing the blood from the head. If 
one has not a sitz bath-tub something 
approximating the sitz bath can be 
téken In an ordinary tub by filling to 
the depth of ten Inches or so with hot 
water and then sitting in it, with the 
feet drawn up so as not wet the legs 
above the knee; five minutes inthe tub, 
and water as hot as can be borne, 
then rub off (most of the person, re- 
member, should not be wet), Jump into 
bed, and few are the cases that after 
some preceding hours out of doors and 
a lettuce salad for dinner won't go to 
sleep and stay asleep. 

In some cases of extreme sleepless- 
ness great help has been found by put- 
ting the patient in a hammock, where 
they could be gently swung, or swing 
themselves, Rocking is deplored now 
for children, and certainiv it is bet- 
ter that they be trained to sleep with- 
out it; but when it is a case of sleep- 
ing for a person of any age, it is bet- 
ter to sleep by rocking than not to 
sleep at all. In the case of the ham- 
meck the gain, as with many other 
devices, may be great from a tempor- 
ary use of it. Get a person in the way 
of sleeping and it is comparatively 
easy to keep him in the way. 

Of other measures more or less fami- 
liar and frequently recommended, one 
of the best is a little Nght food to be 
taken at any hour of the night when 
wakefulness begins. The late Dr. J. 
Marion Sims was a great friend of 
this habit and taught many patients of 
his to keep a little tray of biscuits and 
wine or milk by their beds,—Chicago 
Record

Seasonable Poultry Directions. 

Close the openings in the hen house 
and see that no crevice allows the cold 
wind to blow across the fowls on the 
roost, says the American Agriculturist. 
Clean and disinfect with lime and car- 
bolic acid. Put in a load of fresh dirt, 
making the floor higher than the out- 
to prevent against dampness. 
up the nests. If the nesting 
places are in the same house as the 
roosts, move then out leaving only 
enough for laying purposes. The win- 
ter winds and snow will destroy any 
vermin that might be harboring @here, 
before the nests are again needed for 
hatching purposes. 

Bring the fowls in from their summer 
roosting places and coops and confine 
them n few days in the hen house. It 
the scratching shed, that should be at- 
tached to every hen house, is lathed 
up on the south side, the chickens can 
be confined until they are used to their 
new roosts. Remove the old ones, Do 
not put old hens and immature chicks 
in the same house. The chicks will be 
crowded, are Mable to get roup and 
may infect the flock, Fatten and sell 
every surplus cockerel and every cull. 
Jf any are late molting, fatten thein, 
as they will not lay and are lable to 
become diseased, Mix coal oll and lard 
and grease any scabby ecgs, as the 
trouble is caused by mites of some 
kind, which will be destroyed by the 
application. If the roof is high and 
cold nail poles or scantling about 6 1-2 
feet from the floor, Lay boards or 
poles, anything that will hold up straw, 
these supports and pack straw 
in above. Tar paper is the best lining 
for a hen house, as it is healthful, 
cheap and mites never go near it. Keep 
the roost if you still fear 
mites.

Rights That Owners of the Soil Have to 
it, and ite Fralt. 

A legal decision as to the ownership of 
the product of a tree which stands upon a 
boundary line, or which grows upon one 
man’s land and has its limbs and branches 
overhanging another man’s property will be 
of interest, particularly to boys, who can- 
not understand why they should not lay 

claim to fruit which they find upon limbs of 

a treo, hanging over their father’syards, Tho 

law upon this subject has in the past been 

the subject of considerable judicial dis- 
___ cussion, and may now be considered, to 1 
certain extent at least, set’at rest, by a re- 
cent finding in the House of Lords, which 
affirmed a decision of the Court of Appeal 
in England, in the case of Lemon vs. 

Webb, in which ic was decided ‘‘that tho 

_ owner of land can lop off the boughs of his 
neighbors’ trees which overhang his land, 
" notwithstanding that they have been grow- 
ing for over twenty years ; and, moreover, 
that he has the right so to cut the branches 
without notice to the owner of the trees, 
provided he can do so without going on his 
neighbor's land. An examination of the 
cases also show that a tree belongs to him 
on whose property the trunk grows, 
irrespective of where the roots or branches 
extend ; and where the boundary line 
passes through tho trunk, then the pro- 
prietors of the adjoining lands are tenants 
in common of the tree. The fruit geowing 
on it belongs to the owner of the tree, al 
though it is commonly supposed to belonz 
to the proprietor of the Jand over which it 
grows or overhangs, but this popular 
notion is ill founded in (Erglish) law. 

“Tf, therefore, A’s troe extends its 
branches over B's land, and its fruit over- 
hangs his land, that fruit is A’s property 
and not B's; and if B should pick it «ff 
and convert it to his own use, A could 
maintain an action against him for so do- 
ing, or if B should hinder A from picking 
it an action would lie against B. This is 
the conclusion to be drawn from the two 
cases of Skinner y. Wilder, 38 Vic,, 115, 
and Hoffman y. Barber, 46 Barb., 337. 
Tt is a question if A has the right to enter 
on B’s land to gather the fruit unless it is 
carried there without any fruit of A’s. 

“The owner of the overhanging tree csn, 
however, acquire no easement in respect to 
such tree, over or upon the adjoining land, 
not eyen by lapse of time, and the adjuin- 
ing owner can lop off the offending branches 

~ when he sees fit, but should, to come ino 
couct with clean hands, notify his neigh- 
bor of his intention so todo, The loppel 
off branches, and fruit growing thereon, 


however, still belong to the owner of the 
tree.” 


There is another point which seams to be 
settled by authority. If A allows 4 poison- 
ous tree, growing on his land, to extend 

_ over the boundary of B’s land, he is Jisblu 
for any damage B's cattle may sustain by

To show the motive of Sternaman’s 
mother for starting and pressing the 
charge of polsoning against the defend- 


ant, Mr. Thayer offered in evidence a 
letter written by the mother to the de- 
fendant on Sept. 18 last. In it the mo 
ther stated that she had been expecting 
Mrs, Sternaman to send her money, 
and was disappointed at not recelyine 
it; she referred to the expense of the 
household while her son was at 
her home in Canada; she stated that 
she thought she ought to have $20 or 
$265, and that Sternaman's brother 
ought to have something for the 
time they had spent in driving around 
on errands, etc, ‘The mother also in- 
formed the defendant that ne of her 
sons had determined to learn the trade 
of carpenter, and ought to have Stern- 
aman’s tools, 

This letter was written some time 
after the mother-in-law began to talk 
about polsoning. Mrs, Sternaman went 
to friends, and took thelr advice ; she 
did not reply to the letter, Mrs, Stern- 
aman’s direct examination was finish- 
ed at 12.15 o'clock. The evidence will be 
forwarded by the United States Com 
missioner to the Secretary of Siate. 
who will decide whether or not the wo- 
man shall be surrendered for extradi- 
tion. 

After recess Mrs. Sternaman again 
took the stand, and Mr. Thomas he- 
gan the cross-examination, Although 
his part of the proceedings occupied 
nearly all of the afternoon, nothing 
new was developed. It was a reptei- 
tion of the story brought out by Mr. 
Thayer, with the exception that the 
witness did not reply so readily te 
Thomas’ questions. After asking about 

her married life and the relations 
which existed between her first and 
second husbands, and about he death 
of both of them, he asked : 

“Do you think that § 
soned your first husband 

“No, not until it is proved,” she re 
plied. 

“Do you think that he poisoned him- 
sclf 2? was the next question. 

“I’m beginning to think so,” she an- 
swered. . 

“When did you begin to think so” 
continued Mr, Thomas. 

“When I got back from Canada, at- 
ter the funeral, and saw the doctors 
papers about arsenic poisoning.” 

Mr. Thomas finished his cross-ex- 
amination at about 4 o'clock. Before 
Mrs. Sternaman left the stand Wil 
liam K. McKay, assistant United States 
District Attorney, asked the witness 4 
number of questions with reference to 
conversations between her and Dr. 
Frost, the substance of them being that 
Pr. Frost had told her that he thought 
Sternaman was suffering from arsenic 
poisoning, but if he took no more he 
might get better; that this conversa- 
tion occurred when Sternaman was 
quite sick, and that from then until 
his death he grew steadily worse ; that 
Sternaman during this time was prac- 
tically unable to help himself or to 
leave his couch. 

Elizabeth Sevenpiper was sworn, and 
for about half an hour she answered 
the questions of Mr. Thayer. Nothing 
new was brought out in her testimony, 
except that she corroborated the state- 
ments of her sister about George 
Sternaman’s numerous fits, and the 
friendly relations that existed between 
Chipman and himself. ‘

The world pays more for 
than it does for consonance, High 
prices have sen paid for music, One 
man gave $225 to hear the Swedish 
songstress In New York, and another 
$625 to hear her in Boston, and an- 
cther $650 to hear her in Providence. 
Fabulous prices have been paid for 
Sweet sounds, but far more has been 
paid for discord. The Crimean war 
cost $1,700,000,000, and the American 
civil war over $9,600,000,000, and the 
war debts of professed Christian na- 
tions are about $15,000,000,000. The 
world pays for this red ticket, which 
admits it to the saturnalla of broken 
bones and death agonies and destroyed 
cities and plowed graves and crushed 
hearts, any amount of money satan 
asks. Discord! Discord! 

But I have to tell you that the song 
that the morning stars sang together 
at the laying of the world’s corner- 
stone is to resound again, Mozart's 
6reatest overture was composed one 
night when he was several times over- 
powered with sleep, and artists say 
they can tell the places in the music 
where he was falling asleep and the 
places where he awakened. So the 
overture of the morning stars spoken 
of in my text has been asleep, but it 
will awaken and be more grandly 
rendered by the evening stars of the 
world’s existence than by the morning 
stars, and the vespers will be sweeter 
than the matins. The work of all good 
men and women and of all good 
churches and all reform associations 
help to bring the race back to the 
original harmony.

Parepa 
Rosa, with a volce that will never 
again be équaled on earth until the 
archangelic yolce proclaims that tlme 
shall be no longer, rose above all other 
Sounds in her rendering of our na- 
tional air, "The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner.”” It was too mueh for a mortal— 
quite enough for an Immortal—to hear. 
And while some fainted, one womanly 
spirit, released under its power, eped 
away to be with God. 

O Lord, our God, quickly usher in 
the whole world's peace jubilee, and

Mr. Fielding on Reciprocity. 
Montreal Star 


Hon. Mr. Fielding’s Now York inter 
view intimates that the Canadian Govy- 
ernment does not intend to go to Wash- 
ington with its reciprocity proposals until 
President McKinley is installed in office. 
We shall then have a new Administration 
and « new Senate to deal with, both in 


favor of a high Protection. But as the 


Blaine reciprocity clauses in the former 
McKinley tariff bill showed and as com- 
mon-senee would indicate, Protection is a 
capital basis from which to negotiate reci 
procity. Yet asthese same Blaine clauses 
proved, the McKinley party may possibly 
bo in favor of reciprocity with all the 
continent except Canada, 

However this may bo, the fact that the 
Canadian Government cannot go to Wash- 
ington for reciprocity until next summer 
constitutes a powerful reason why it should 
move with oxceedioy caution in tampering 
with the protective features of tho tariff 
at least prior to that date. If wo empty 
our purse before going to market, how evn 
we expect to buy! If we volant arily take 
dowa the protective wall against American 
goods before mentioning the subject of 
reciprocity to the Americans, what chance 
is there that they will grant us privileges 
when we have nothing to give in exchanye? 
What man, having caught o street car, still 
chaseth it? Let us sonse, Even 
Supposing it is a good thing to get rid of 
Protection—and nome Liberals apparently 
suppose that they suppose this—ought we 
not to keep it to trade off against the pro- 
tection we want the Americans to abandon 
for our sweet sakes, 

And if there is to be no change of tariff 
uotil a treaty has beon negotiated with the 
McKinley Government and vot through the 
Benate—say until the season of '08—the 
Ministry ought to say so now and relicve 
the country of the shadow of un ertainty.

LAST SHOT OF THE WAR. 


the Cannon From Which it was Fired Is 
About to be Sold in Mobile—Its Tils. 
tory. 


The cannon which fired the last shot in 
the list battle of the last American war 
is, according to the New Orleane Picayune, 
about to be sold in Mobile, Ala, That 
paper quotes an old Confederate soldier as 
follows, concerning the historic validity of 
such a claiin for the 8-inch columbiad, 
** Lady Slocomb”' : 

** This last ongagement of the war took 
place at Spanish Fort. This engagement, 
of course, was not a regular battle, and is 
nob, perhaps, recorded in history as such, 
but it was, novertheless, a conflct fierce. 
Gon. Forrest had sent to Spanish Fort dur- 
ing the last pays of the war a sullicient 
forco of men to guard the place, and 
among the number was the Sth Battalion 
of the Washington Artillery, Capt, Cuth- 
Lert Slocomb incommand. The Lady Slo- 
comb was brought there, and thore fired 
its last shots when Wilson's raiders storm- 
ed the placeand took it. There the Lady 
Slocomb, tora few hours before the old 
fort was surrendered, belched forth fire 
and scattered death, but to no avail, as the 
enemy numbered several times as much as 
the garrison. After the surrender of the 
fort some of the members of Capt. Slo 
comb’s command night rolled the 
Lady Slocomb of the ce arthen embankment 
a lagoon, old slush hole, and 
Luried it, giving as their reason that they 
«lid not want the gun to fall into the hands 
of the enemy. It was afterwards dug up 
aod carried to Mobile, where it was pur- 
chased by Henry Badger, a prominent 
Confedorate of that place, who had served 
through the war, and knew of the excel- 
lence of the Lady Slocomb.” 

This gan was named after the wife of 
Capt. Cuthbert Slocomb, who went out in 
1862 in charge of the 5th Battalion of tho 
Washington Artillery. It spat out its first 
smoke at Shiloh, and went all through the 
Tennessee campaign, Its name recalls the 
curious custom of christening the old can- 
nons, and there rises irresistibly to the 
mind Thomas Nelson Page's quaint talo, 
“The Burial of the Guns,” the idyl 
of Lee's surrender. 

It would he interesting to know who 
dccd the last shot of the Civil War, and 
what him. The Philadelphia 
Reeord says the Confederate soldier who 
fired the first shot sgainst Fort Sumter 
fina'ly committed suicide.

The New Sovrn Waters Legislative 
Assombly has considered a Local Option 
Bill, under which the electors would have 
the right to say whother the present pub- 
lic-houses should remain, whether thers 
should be fewer, or whether there should 
be none. A motion in favor of compensa- 
tion was discussed, and carried by 61 votes 
to 32. This is a lesson for our ardent pro- 
hibitionists ; were they to adopt it, it 
would bring prohibition much nearer to 
the goal of success. 


Haying gone thus far in the way of 
moral reform, a Bill was introduced and 
referred to a committee to consider its 
provisions, which were to ‘* suppress smok- 
ing among juveniles.” Our legislators 
might, with profit and benefit to the rising 
generation, follow the example of their 
Antipodean fellow law makers. 


The question of letting contracts for 
public works engaged the attention of the 
Opposition and Governmert. Canadians 
will fully understand the feeling that exists 
between the different colonies in Australia, 
when they learn the action taken by the 
‘*Minister for Works” in matters of giv- 
ing contracts for public works. An attack 
was made upon the Government fer refus- 
ing to accept the tender of a Victorian for 
the construction of a bridge, though the 
Victorian tender was £72 lower on a £12,- 
000 contract. The Premier justified the 
course taken by his ‘* Minister for Works” 

_on the ground that ‘* many of the Victorian 
* contracts contain conditions which make 
“it impossible for a New South Wales 
** contractor to tender at all. For instance, 
** stipulations were found in these contracts 
** to the effect that certain materials must be

* tions therefore exclude New South Wales 
“manufacturers of the same article.” He 
then deemed it necessary to defend his

Ffth member willl be president of the 
tribunal, and he may be a judge of 
either the Supreme Court of the United 
States or the similar court of Great 
Britain. 

Under the third head the tribunal ts 
directed to examine all the facts ne- 
cessary to decide the controversy re- 
garding the territory known to belong 
to the United Netherlands and the 
Kingdom of Spain, when Great Britain 
acquired Guina. Under the fourth 
head it is provided that the arbitrators 
shell ascertain all the facts necessary 
to arrive at a proper decision. They 
must be governed In their findings by 
three short rules, the most impirtant 
of which provides a prescription of 50 
years. The arbitrators may give ef- 
fect to the right of settlers. In es- 
tablishing the facts the ordinary rules 
of law shall prevail. 

The agreement is dated Noy. 12, 1896, 
and is signed by Secretary of State 
Olney and Sir Julian Pauncefote, the 
British Ambassador to the United 
States,

He 
diagnosed the disease as a form of 
Shrinkage of th liver Ile did not 
treat the patient for arsenic polson, 
and he found no traces of the girug 

“Do you think any poison was ad 
ministered during the time you atl- 


tended the patient?” asked Mr, Thay

“I do not,” Was the reply. “I cer- 
tainly would have discovered it if any 
had been given the patient. His con- 





dition would have shown it.” 


The witness then déseribed the con- 
dition of Sternaman at the time he 
left him. He said he was much im- 


proved, He stated that the defendant 
Was unusually loving and attentive to 
the patient, He related Iimstances 
showing how carefully Mrs, Sterna- 
man used him, He said the deceased 
was also very loving to his wife. On 
cross-examinition the doctor admitted 
that arsenic could have produced the 


disease from which Sternaman died, 
and that paralysis often follows such 
poisoning, 

Attorney Thomas then read a long 
Question describing the condition of 
Sternaman's corpse after It was ex- 
humed, referring to the remarkable 


State of preservation of the body and 
the enlargement of the organs, and 
finished by asking the witness if a 
body were found to be in such condi- 
tion to what would he ascribe death. 

“Arsenic,” was the answer. 

Mr. Thayer then asked him, assum- 
ing this corpse was Sternaman’s body, 
if the polson could have been adniin- 
istered before the deceased was taken 
te or during the time he attended 

m. 

“It could not have been administer- 
ed before or during the time I attend- 
ed him. If arsenic was used it was 
administered shortly before death.” 

Elizabeth Sevenpiper, sister of the 
defendant, was recalled to testify to 
some minor details. Her evidence was 
principally to show the loving rela- 
tions between the defendant and the 
deceased, Nelther one seemed to con- 
trol the other. The love, she said, was 
perfectly mutual. 

Mrs. Ellen Sevenpiper, mother of the 
defendant, was sworn. She sald she 
had always been on friendly relations 
with her daughter, Regarding Sterna- 
man's relations with the defendant 
during the Hfe of her first husband 
and afterwards the witness sald she 
never noticed the slightest indelicacy 
or discourtesy. She described the vo- 
miting spells he was subject to. 

Lawyer Thomas, in his cross-exam- 
ination of Dr. Saltsman, said: “Hav- 
ing stated as your belief that poison 
was not administered during your 
treatment of the patient, and we have 
proof that when this man’s body, 
which was not embalmed, was exhum- 
ed six weeks after burial arsenic was 
found in the stomach, what would be 
your opinion regarding the discovery 
of that arsenic?” 

In answer to this question Dr. Salts- 
man sald: “Had the body not been 
embalmed, I would certainly say that 
the poison had been taken but a short 
time previous to the patient’s death.” 

The afternoon session was a short 
one, A slight delay occurred while 
waiting for Mrs. Eliza Chipman, the 
mother of the defendant's first hus- 
band, to appear in court, Mrs. Chip- 
man has been ill for several days, and 
it was thought that it would be ne- 
cessary to go to her house to take her 
testimony. She told a straightforwamnd 
story about Mrs. Sternaman from the 
time she married her son up to the 
time of her arrést on the present 
charge. Her statements in every way 
corroborated the testimony of the de- 
fendant. The most important part of 
her evidence "was that she saw Mrs, 
Sternaman give to her counsel the 
statement beginning “To whom it may 
concern,” written by Sternaman. 

When asked by Mr. Thomas where 
her husband was, the kindly looking 
old lady bowed her head, trembled 
and for a few minutes wept. It after- 
wards developed that she and her hus- 
band have been separated for some 

time. and the disclosure of the fact 
caused every woman In the court room 
except the defendant to weep. 

Mrs. Chipman had scarcely left the 
court room before her husband, Jona- 
than S, Chipman of No. 614 Front- 


avenue, was called. He js an elderly 
man of medium height, with long 
white hair and whiskers. His testi- 


mony was but a repetition of that giv- 
en by the defendant. 

While he was telling of the affection 
shown by the deféndant toward his 
son, Ezra Ekokon Chipman, her hus- 
band, during his last illness, Mrs. 
Sternaman for the second time lost 
control of herself. 


Mrs. Sternaman’s brother-in-law, 
George B. Drake, was called. He 
corroborated Mrs. Sternaman’s de- 
scription of the pecullar paroxysms 


Sternaman often had before their mar- 
riage. 

Mr, Thayer asked the court to ad- 
Journ the hearing for a day or two in 
order that he might go to Canada to 
verify certain statements made by 
Undertaker Snyder, who, in his afmfi- 
dayit, claims that he did not embalm 
Sternaman’s body. 

Mr. Thomas objected to any further 
time being given, but the court ruled 
that Mrs, Sternaman, being accused of 
murder, could have time to collect 
evidence which might be of benefit to 
her, and adjourned court until next 
Monday at 10 a.m. At the request of 
both sides, this time was changed to 











Tuesday afternoon at 2 o'clock. As a 
result of Dr. Saltsman’a evidence, a 
Kreat deal depends upon whether or 
not the body was embalmed.

Mr, Stewart had been pre- 
viously troubled with this bleeding, 
and, in fact, had gpat blood in the 
morning before leaving the Presby- 
terlan College, It is, therefore, to be 
deducted that his exertions in the

There is no longer any doubt that, 
right or wrong, Hon. Mr. Tarte has 
thrown the Quebec idea overboard as 
to how the school question should be 
settled. He writes a second letter 
from the west, in which he says that 
many schools are closed in the French 
sections of the province, as they are 
unable to exist without the grant. Mr. 
Tarte also combats The Northwest Re- 
view's doctrine that Protestants and 
Catholics should be educated  to- 
gether, and says that he saw no less 
than fifty Protestant girls in a Winni- 
peg convent. He declares that the 
concessions made by the Greenway 
Government will assure to the Catho- 
lics religious instruction in the school, 
the teaching of French and the Gov- 
ernment grant. He also says that 
well-qualified French teachers are 
very rare in Manitoba, and they will 
have to be imported from Quebec. 

It is said that the deadlock In local 
Government circles over the appoint- 


ment of M. L. C.'s to fill the vacan- 
cles caused by the deaths of Hon. 
Messrs. Stai and Tourville has 
been broken. and that the new mem- 


bers of the Upper House will be Hon. 


L. 0. Talllon, ex-Premier of Quebec, 
and M. T. Berthlaume, proprietor of 
La Presse newspaper. If the English 


speaking’ people have to do without an 
M. L. C,, it is quite probable that Hon.

newspaper with a daily circulation of 
over 62,000,

At Eldorado station I noticed awaiting 
shipment several cars of red-colored iron 
ore from the hematite iron mine near by, 
which I visited later. A fow minutes moro 
and, after passing through rocky bills and 
woods, interspersed with nice bits of farm- 
ing land, the train pulled up at Bannock- 
burn, and I got off, leaving several parties 
of deer-hunters on board to pursue their 
journey, 

Bannockburn is a hamlet of 150 or 200 
people on the banks of the River Moira, 
which for part of the year supplies power 
tothe saw and grist mills boasted by 
the village. The mine, which is 
just a few stops away from the station, is 
located upon a belt of diorite and Huronian 
sycnite similar to that at Belmont already 
described and extending the 
northorn portion of the Township of Madoc 
and over a great part of Tudor. 


ACTUSS 


WORK ON THE BANNOCKBURN, 


The mine was discovered several years 
ago and considerable work was done upon 
it, a ten-stamp mill and an outtit for treat- 
ing the ore being put in place. Aftersome 
fine samples of ore had been taken out 
operations were discontinued until August, 
1894, when the property was leased, with 
the option to purchase, by Messrs, F, 
Straith Miller, of Toronto, and F. &. P. 
Fanchot, of Buckingham, Que., and de- 
velopment was resumed. J, however, 
found the mine idle. The workings, which 
are only 300 yards from the mill, consist 
of five shafts, varying in depth from 40 to 
85 feet, and connected for the most part by 
cuttings. : 

The vein thus exposed consists of three 
main stringers in a fissure of calc schist, 
which unite and become highly auriferous 
lower down, Free gold has been picked 
up along almost every part of tho opening, 
and the various pits sunk have produced 
single specimens of quartz varying in value 
from $8 to $15. ‘Tho mine is said to bo a 
rich one yet. As, however, the shafts woro 
full of water at the time of my visit, I was 
unable to verify the statements made. A 
new syndicate is now trying to get hold of 
the property, and it may be worked again 
soon, 

CRAIG GOLD MINE. 


The same outsiders are seeking to secure 
control of the Craig gold mine, situated 
five miles north of Bannockburn, which is 
owned by Col. Brown, of Belleville, Peter 
Vankleek, of Madoc, James Maitland, of 
Bannockburn, and D. B. Robertson, of 
Belleville. This has wide promising veins 
well developed, which have been stripped 
for some distance, and upon which test 
pits have been sunk. Several assays of 
Craig ore have gone $14 and $15 to the 
ton, and surrounding the property are a 
number of leads which may proye of im- 
portance to it aud to other unprospected 
properties in the immediate vicinity. 

Before we leave Bannockburn I should 
say that there have been shipped to the 
Hamilton smelter duriug the past summer 
several hundred tons of bog iron ore. The 
deposit is situated within a mile of the 
station, 


A NEW GOLD FIND, 


Learning at this place of a new strike of 
gold a few miles north, I hired a horse and 
bugyy and drove to Millbridge, in tho 
Township of Tudor, near where the find 
was reported to have been made, On this 
journey of five miles over a road remark- 
ably good considering the rough charactor 
of the country, I noticed by the wayside in 
several places outcroppings of quartz, 
which, judging from its appearance, would 
carry gold, 

The reported discovery of a now find I 
proyed to be true. Isaac Golding, of Mill- 
bridge, owns lot 7 in the Sth concession of 
Tudor, containing, as lots generally do in 
that region, 200 acres of hitherto unfruitful 
land, ‘The place is located five miles cast 
of the village and four miles from the 

Jentral Ontario Railway, and is at 
present, because of uncleared underbrush, 
rather inaccessible, Until a couple of wooks 
ago, Mr. Golding would havo sold the lot 
for $100, but now itis not for sale at all. 
He thinks he has a good thing and he in

In the year book of the Dep srtment of 
Agriculture, Henry E. Alvord, chiet of the 
dairy diyision, takes up at some length the 
comparison of Canadian and American ex: 
rt trade in cheese, stating that it is 
nmilating to know that Canadian cheese 
has such & good name that more than 
10,000,000 pounds of our cheese is shipped 
across the border every year, particulariy 
from Wisconsin and New York, to be re 
exported from Canada under cover of the 
superior reputation of her product. 
n 1860 the United States exported over 
15,000,000 pounds of cheese, and Canada but 
125,000, In 1895 Canada exported 85,50),000 
poe more than the Un:ted States, 
ides, Canadian cheese fetches a better 
rice abroad grade for grade, than ours 
oes. Mr, Alvord asoribes the falling offin 
our foreign trade in cheese to four speciul 
causes, 

First, restrictions placed on the freedom 
of trade between the United States and 
Canada. 


Second, the energy and success of the 
Canadian Government in developing and 
improving the product of cheese in the 
Dominion. 


Third, the short-sighted 
rome eens in the 4 
outso many poor goods and iguorirg 
phe tastes and demands of foreign custous- 


Fourth, the exportation cf so much low 
grade cheese, or “skims,” and of adulterat- 
ed goods or filled *‘cheese,” in defiance of 
the requirements of British markets, ‘and 
the consequent degradation of a well-catn: 
ed reputation.” 


The trade that has been lost to us 
amountsin value to at least $5,000,000 a 
rk “and the very best cheese from the 

nited States now sells more readily in 
London if bearing a Canadian brand under 
names which, but a few years ago, were 
accepted as a guarantee of all that was hon- 
est and best in cheese.” 


There is no doubt much truth in what 
Mr. Alvord says ; but he has omitted the 
most important fact in connection with 
the matter, namely that when Canadian 
cheese competed with United States cheese 
at the international expositions}it Philadel 
phia in 1876 and Chicagu in 1893 -each 
country showing its best full milk product 
—Canada won about nine-tenths of the 
prizes.. The conclusion, then, is inevitable 
that Canada’s cheese is very much 
much superior to that made in the United ! 
States. Hence the difference in Canada’s 
favor in the British market, and the at- 
tempt of the cheese makers in the Western 
States to have their product enter the 
British market, ‘‘under cover,” as Mr. 
Alvord says, ‘‘ of the superior reputation " 
of the Canadian product.” 

But that Yankee trick is very near its 
end, as our authorities have taken measures 
to put a stop to it for the future by proper 
branding of our own cheese.

A comparison of this agreement with 
the offer submitted to the Dominion 
Commissioners by Manitoba last Feb- 
ruary shows that the province has com 
pletely capitulated on the chief points 
for which it held out then, All that 
Sifton and Cameron would then con- 
cede was complete secularization of the 
schools, or else half an hour for re- 
ligious exercises, if the trustees 50 de- 
elded. The Dominion Commissioners 
asked for Catholic teachers for a school 
attendance of 26 children in towns and 
villages and 60 in cities. This, the 
chief point on which negotiations were 
broken off, was refused by the Green- 
way Government to the delegates of a 
Conservative Federal Ministry. It is 
now conceded by Greenway and his 
friends to a Liberal Federal Ministry. 


CONFIRMED FROM WINNIPEG, 


Mr. Greenway’s Organ Gives Out the Tornms 
ou the Same Lines. 

Winnipeg, Nov. 1s.—(Special,)—The 
Tribune, «ecognized as the official 
mouthplece of the Greenway Govern- 
ment, publishes the following outline 
of the school settlement, which is re- 
garded here as authoritative: 

“All schools are to be national, un- 


der provincial control, and subject to 
the same regulations and inspections 
fhe same text books will be used and 
all teachers will be properly qualified 
by passing the provincial examinations 
and taking the prescribed Normal 
schoo! courSe. School work of a pure- 
ly secular character will occupy the 
Whole of the school day, except the 
last half-hour, when the representa- 
lives of any religious denominations 
Will be allowed to come in and instruct 
the children belonging to their own 
denotnination, provided the parents 
are willing to have thenn remain. In 
cases where the people decide not to 
have this religious instruction the re- 
gular school work will go on until 
the close of the school hours. The 
principle of looal option is recognized 
throughout. The proviso that is in- 
tended to make the schools satisfac- 
tvry to the minority is that districts 
having an average attendance of 25 
Roman Catholic children shall be en- 
titled to have a teacher of their own 
denomination, who must be fully 
qualined according to provincial or 
national school standards. In districts 
where the children speak French whol- 
ly, they are to have a teacher speaking 
both French and English, so that they 
Will learn English as rapidly as pos- 
sible. The readers used in such schools 
will be bi-lingual, so that the child- 
ren will grow up from the first ac- 
customed to Engligh.”

All kinder- 
gurtens do, Then let it go right alons 
with the school instruction after the 
child enters the primary class, It will 
take no time from the other instruc- 
tion, only make it easier to digest, It 
is merely developing the whole boy in- 
stead of only one side of him. If you 
drop the manual training to resume it 
after four or five years, it is as if you 
had ed off the young shoot. It 
will grow again, but not as straight 
and symmetrical as if you had not 
sawed it off.” 

Mr. Ross nodded thoughtfully. The 
idea was new to him, evidently, but it 
had taken root, 

With Dr, Adler, Mr, Ross went over 
the school from top to bottom, The 
building at 109 West Fifty-Fourth- 
street was crowded with pupils intent 
upon their various tasks. The society 
educates 400 children in round num- 
bers, about three-fourths of them 
children of workingmen, The other 
fourth are pay-scholars, who have been 
admitted within the last few years. 
Mr. Ross saw, with growing interest, 
the plan developed by Dr, Adler, In 
its extreme simplicity it is just what 
the common school should be, and is 
not. The kindergarten begins it, and 
its methods prevail to the very end. 
The pupils are not stuffed with know- 
ledge they have not learned to digest, 
leaving their minds as barren as the 
day they begin, and the real work of 
education, that of teaching the child lo 
think for himself, undone. They will 
work out their own problems. 

They “learn by doing.” The 
they do train hand and eye, as well 
as mind.

He says that at the present time there 
are $3,500,000,000 worth of gold In sigat 
within fifteen miles of Johannesburg. 
This is nearly as much as the entire 
volume of gold coin now in the world. 

This precious metal is found in a 
yein which runs along the surface, It 
is like a gigantic snake of gold which 
wriggles its way through the Trans- 
vaal. 

This vein is of unknown depth, Dr. 
Becker inspected the vein for fifteen 
miles about Johannesburg, in the inter- 
est of some private mining companies, 

But even more amazing than these 
stupendous figures is the testimony 
brought back by Dr. Becker of a form- 
er assistant In the Geological Survey, 
who is now at Johannesburg, This 
mining expert says that to his know- 
ledge and belief the gold reef, instead 
of being thirty miles long, as is now 
supposed, is practically 1,200 miles long. 

If thirty miles of this reef contains 
$3,500,000,000 worth of gold, 1,200 miles 
{t would contain $140,000,000,000 worth 
of the precious metal. 

The outcroppings of this stupendous 
deposit of gold are clearly marked 
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Daily Mutelligencer.

mollusk or a bug, These are very 


carefully placed in a jar or two which 
has been brought along. In two hours 
they have all the specimens they need 
and they hurry home with them. Here 
they distribute them In jars on the lit- 
tle table, the largest of which, having 
been made attractive with clean white 
sand and rocky grottoes placed in the 
bottom, are used for the bream, dace, 
minnows and other little fish that the 
sisters have caught. Of course, all 
the jars have been filled with pure 
water and sprigs of water plants, such 
as cress and duck weed, both of which 
play an important part in keeping the 
water clean. 

Last year the sisters overstocked some 
of their jars and many of the speci- 
mens suffocated and so they are being 
more careful this year. Having made 


their water menageriles, it only re- 
mains to give it attention from time 
to time and to watch the marvelous 


life of the little creatures, thelr growth, 
quarrels and development. For keep- 
ing the museum in good condition the 
sisters have a few rules which they 
observe very closely. They never let 
the water become warmer than 65 de- 
grees, nor do they allow any decayed 
food to remain in the jars, else all the 
fish might be poisoned. With a syphon 
they occasionally draw off nearly all 
of the water and pour In a new sup- 
ply very gently. If water plants be 
kept in the jars the water need not be 
changed so often. 


Simple Home Massage. 

A general treatment should begin 
with the feet, the subject lying down: 
each foot should be taken and rubbed 
and squeezed, all the time rubbing and 
Squeezing up, just as if you were trying 
to send the blood out of it toward the 
heart; all points throughout the body 
should be manipulated between the 
palms of the hands; the legs must be 
fently grasped and the muscles knead- 
ed, a gentle kneading of the abdomen 
and stomach follows; kneading of the 
stomach is one of the most successful 
Ways of relieving indigestion, but it is 


often done too roughly; it ts a good 
general rule that When massage is 


agreeable it is also beneficial, and when 
disagreeable it is injurious. Strength 
and gentleness must go together in all 
movements; if one particular method 
of handling, particularly of the stomach 
and abdomen, is more igreeable than 
another, that should prevail; the hands 
and arms are treated just as are the 
feet and legs, all these movements unt- 
formly tending upward: after this the 
patient turns on his face, and the back 
is kneaded along both sides of the spine 
throughout its length;. the palm of the 
hand is used flat on back and abdo- 
men; the muscles of the limbs are 
grasped, and after the back is treated 
the chest Is gently tapped and pressed 
with the ends of the fingers, 

Massage of the faca cannot be com- 
pletely taught without visible illustra- 
tion, but a few useful movements can 
be deseribed, and nothing further 
should be attempted by the novice. 
With the fingers the face, from the cor- 
pers of the mouth, should be softly 
rubbed up and outward, this tending 
to prevent the hard line that often set- 
tles from the nose down as the cheeks 
tend to fall inward; the forehead can 
be rubbed with the fingers from the 
centre toward the temples; for a dou- 
ble chin one simple movement is inval- 
uable; no one need have a dauble chin; 
but the remedy should be resorted to 
early, as in later life, the skin losses 
its elasticity, and it is better to have 
a double chin than a dew-lap; rub 
under the chin with tho fingers, begin- 
ning under one side and drawing them 
out at the other; this done with first 
one hand and then the other, makes 
many strokes a minute possible, and the 
fiesh under such treatment will soon 
bexin visibly to lessen. Much can also 
be done to reduce the stomach and ab- 
domen in the same way, a rotary 
movement being most effective,

Mr, J. B. McEwan, Dairy 
sioner for New Zealand, is here en 
route to England, whither he has been 
authorized by his Government to pro- 
ceed for the purpose of reporting fully 
on the outlook there as regards New 
Zealand dairy products.

It ls Just two years since he assumed 
the position of Dairy Commissioner in 
New Zealand, and during that thme he 
has organized dairy work in that 
colony largely along the lines laid 
down by the Canadian Agricultural 
and Dairy Commissioner. Up to the 
present dime the New Zealand Gov- 
ernment has not given any direct help 
o farmers und dairymen in the way 
of bonusing dairy products, but it is a 
Stipulation in the Dairy Products Act 
of New Zealand that all butter for ex- 
port must go through the cold store 
houses provided by the Government, 
the freezing charges, amounting to 
about half a cent a pound, being as- 
sumed by the New Zealand Govern- 
ment, Last year the colony exported, 
chiefly to Great Britain, about 3500 
tons of cheese and 3000 tons of butter, 
valued at about $2,000,000. The method 
of distribution in Great Britain, how- 
ever, is very unsatisfactory, and it is 
wth a view to remedying this that Mr.

The ordinary frequenters of Danish inns 
are not of so genteel a class. Some of 
them have very red noses, as well as un- 
comely, leatherlike ears, standing as 
straight from the heads asa long ,course of 
pressure from their caps or hats has in- 
sured.

The record shows that Mr, Tarte 
wrote four letters to Sir Hector Lan- 


gevin, Warning that gentleman against 
the Liberal tendency of the Conserva- 
tive party, and he begins the first thus; 
‘IT held you in high esteem, ‘for al- 
though you have your faults, I know 
you & be an honest man.” In the 
third letter Mr. Tarte complains that 
Mr. Chapleau is coquetting with the 
enemy, and declares that outside the 
true Conservative Catholic principles, 
there is no political salvation, and all 
this the defendant cites to show how 
Mr. Tarte has changed his coat since. 


The defence tells Mr. Turte that the 
$5000 he received from J. P, Whelan 
was boodle pure and simple. In order 


to Justify the charge of political acro- 
bat, a letter Is produced that was 
written by Mr. Tarte to Cardinal Fran- 
chi, in which Mr. Tarte declares him- 
self to be editor of a Catholic and Ul- 
tramontane newspaper, and complains 
of such Liberal Catholics as Archbishop 
Taschereau and Hon, F, Langeller, at 
a time Mr, Tarte did not want to send 
his sons to Laval University, because 
his friend F. Langelier was one of the 
professors. Here is Mr. Tarte’s pro- 
fession of faith as given to the Roman 
Cardinal: “‘ I belleve In the syllabus, 
in ecclesiastical immunities, in the 
rights of the Church and Its supremacy 
over the State, and while I teach these 
thin=a to my children, am I going to 
place them under a professor who is 
known to be an enemy of these prin- 
ciples?” At that time Mr. Tarte called 
The Witness a fanatical Protestant 
gheet, the organ of Bible Societies and 
of the apostate Chiniquy. Hon. Mr. 
Tarte is accused of corruptly receiving 
large sums of money at different times 
and from different persons, $8050 being 
from Hon. Thomas McGreevy, 

Mr, James Ross arrived from Europe

WHAT’S THE MATTER? 








Something Mysterious In Connection with 
Mr. James Martin White, M.P, 
for Forfarshire. 


London, Noy. 17.—Considerable mys- 
tery attaches to a report concerning 
James Martin White, a Liberal who 
represents Forfarshire in the House of 
Commons. The Dundee Advertiser an- 
nounced on Saturday last that Mr. 
White had accepted the Stewardship of 
the Chiltern Hundreds, in other words 
had retired from politics. Immediate- 
ly thereafter Mr. White declared that 
the announcement was wholly untrue. 
He added that he was going to India 
on business, but hoped to return by 
the time Parliament resumed its sit- 
tings. That something is wrong was 
to-day by the action of the 
Legislative Committee of the Dundeé 
Liberal Association, which held a meet- 
ing and discussed the case of Mr. 
White. The committee finally adopted 
a resolution declaring that since it had 
been informed that grave charges af- 
fecting Mr, White’s personal character 
had become the subject of litigation, 
the committee would take no action in 
the case, hoping that Mr. White would 
be able to clear the charge up Mr. 
White started for Indla yesterday. Mr. 
White, who is about 39 years old, Is 
i member of the firm of J. W. White & 
Co., No, 54 Worth-street, New York, 
which is chiefly engaged in the impor- 
tation of textile goods. He is a Jus- 


tice of the Peace, member of the Coun- 
cil of University College, Dundee, 
chairman of the Technical Institute 


and President of the Dundee Technical 
Association. The character of thea 
charges against Mr. White is as yet 
unknown. 

The Daily Mail, in ita issue to-mor- 
row, will seek to minimize the gravity 
of the charges against Mr. White. It 
does not state definitely what the 
charges are, but the article indicates 
that a suit for breach of promise of 
marriage has been, or is to be, brought 
against Mr, White by the daughter of 
a Scotch clergyman.

More Out 
Portland, Oregon, Novy, 17.—The dam- 
age by wind and high wate. as a re- 


sult of the storm that has been raging; 


in this vicinity for the past four days 
is widespread. Front-street In this city 
is partly flooded, and ccinsiderable 
damage has been done to goods in stor- 
age and wholesale house In the Wil- 
lamette Valley snow mn fallin; 
heayily for the past six hours and stil 
continues, Below Portland the Colum- 
bia River has spread far beyond its 
banks, and is sweeping everything bo- 
fore it. All overland trains are great- 
ly delayed by washouts, which are re- 
ported to be general throughout this 
section. 








A Million Lost. 

Seattle, Wash., Nov, 17.—The storm 
Which has swept Northwestern Wash- 
ington and British Columbia for th: 
past 48 hours is the most severe in ths 
history of the country. It is estimated 
that the damage to railroads alone in 
Western Washington will exceed $500,- 
000, and the loss to private p.operty 
will be fully as great. While atmos- 
pheric conditions have improved slight- 
ly, the railroad situation is worse than 
ever, The city is absolutely shut olf 
from communication by rail with the 
outside world, and from midnight Sun- 
day until 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
all the telegraph lines were paralyzed. 
The overland Pacific express, which 
left Tacoma Sunday night, encounter- 
ed a huge landslide near Easton, on the 
eastern slope of the Cascades, and re- 
turned to Tacoma yesterday afternoon. 
A few miles from Easton the Yakima 
River bridge is washed away. The 
damage beyond that point is no* 
ep communication being interrupt- 
ed. 

The Portland branch of the Northera 
Pacific is likewise disabled by a bis 
landslide in Cowlitz Valley, 50 miles 
south of Tacoma, The Great Northern 
Railway is the heaviest sufferer, and 
all its lines on the side of the Cascades 
are in a deplorable condition. From 
Snohomish to Skyhomish, in the Cas- 
cade Mountains, a distance of 52 miler, 
the road will practically have to be.re- 
built, as it has been nearly all swept 
away and the bridges washed out. At 
Index the big railroad bridge wa 
swept from its piers and carried down 
the Skyhomish River for a distance of 
half a mile. 

At Snohomish the river is higher than 
ever before known, being from six t) 
ten miles wide in places. Tre water 
is over a foot deep in the Great North- 
ern depot, which stands eight feet 
above the level of the track. ‘Yester- 
day steamers were cruising about over 
farm lands, picking up ranchers and 
stock. 

Mount Vernon, in Skaget County, is 
in a sad plight, the Skaget River being 
unprecedentedly high, and the dykes 
are about to give way. 

Avon, a village nearby, is under wat- 
er, and the Beaver and Olympia marsh- 
es are inundated. Many of the farm- 
houses have water several feet deep in 
them. The Snohomish River at Ever- 
ett Is seven miles wide, and the Seattls 
and International bridge has been ren- 
dered unsafe by the great jam of drift- 
wood. 

Near Lowell the river is two feet 
above high-water mark, and the ratl- 
road track has been washed away for 
miles. Three feet of water is standing 
in the Everett and Monte Crist» tua- 
nel for the the entire length of 79) 
feet. 

New Whatcom is shut off from com- 
munication entirely, no trains having 
arrived or departed from there for four 
days, The Nooksack River has over- 
flowed its banks, flooding hundreds of 
acres of valuable farming property. 

In British Columbia the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad, for a distance of 10° 
miles east of Vancouver, has been ser!- 
ously damaged. Many bridges are 
washed out and telegraphic communi- 
cation with the east has been inter- 
rupted for 36 hours

Mrs, Sternaman 
Was naturally the cynosure of all eyes. 





Remarks expressive of decp sympathy 
ceceasionally passed among the women, 

When Mr. Sevenpiper, father of the 
defendant, entered the court room he 
shook hands with his daughter. He 
looked brighter and more hopeful than 
usual, Mrs. Sternaman herself did 
not exhibit us much levity as at previ- 
ous examinations. She looked serious 
and muoh concerned. 


Mr, Thayer first offered in evidence 
& certified copy of the testimony tak- 
en by Coroner Thompson of Huldl- 
mand County, Ont, It contained the 
testimony of the undertaker who con- 
ducted Slernaman’s funeral, Mr. 
Thomas strenuously objected to the ad- 
mission of this written testimony. 

The gist of Mr. Thomas’ objection 
Was that papers unauthenticated to be 
used In contradiction to those properly 
authenticated were not admissible us 
evidence, according to the general sta- 
tute of the United States law. He held 
that Mr. Thayer's written testimony 
Was obtained subsequent to that of 
the Canadian Government and there- 
fore invalid, 





Commissioner Fairchild overruled 
Mr. Thomas' objection. Mr. Thomas 
has not had an objeotion offered by 


him In the case sustained by the court. 

Mrs, Sternaman’s face was radiunt 
With joy when her attorney had ob- 
tained his point. It was vital with her. 

Mr, Thayer then read the testimony 
of Mrs. Elizabeth Sternaman of Rain- 
ham Township, Ont, mother of the 
defendant's last husband, Her testi- 
mony was not of great moment. It

Mrs. Sternaham Wept bitterly dur- 
ing the reading. She broke dow n com- 
pletely and gave way to hysterical 
weeping when Mr, Thayer read a por- 
on of the evidence dealing with the 
death scene, Mrs. Sternaman in her 
Written testimony swore that her son 
told her shortly before his death that 
Relwanted it post-mortem in order to 
ha Peed (meaning his wife, the de- 

The testimony concluded with ¢ - 
lation of the manner in which teens 
man received his medicine. It was in 
Breat part a repetition of the defend- 
ants testimony, wherein. she swore 
that she alone, with the exception of 
a few times, administered his medi- 
clue. 

The testimony of John Snyder, an 
undertaker in Rainham, who conducted 
Sternaman’'s funeral, was read at the 
conclusion of Mrs. Sternaman’s evi- 
dence. 

“I think that I did not embalm the 
body, It was in good condition, and 
I did not think it necessary. I simply 
punctured his Intestines in order to let 
the gases escape. I would not say 
positively that I did not embalm the 


body.” 
Mr. Thomas fs in possession of a 
written statement from Undertaker 


Snyder, wherein he positively swears 
that he did not embaim the body. 

The testimony of Mrs. Charlotte 
Hunsberger, a first cousin to Sterna- 
man’s mother, was then taken. A hot 
spat followed between Mr. Thomas and 
Mr, Thayer. The Commissioner over- 
ruled the objection by Mr. Thomas. 
Mrs, Hunsberger swore that Under- 
taker Snyder told her that he could 
not swear positively whether he em- 
balmed Sternaman's body, 

Mr. Thomas was inclined to think 
that her testimony was worthless on 
account of her being a cousin of the 
defendant. 

Dr. F. P. Vandenburg of this city, a 
practising analytical and consulting 
chemist, took the stand. He agreed 
With the testimony of Drs. P.P. Park 
and T. J. S. Harrison that Sternaman 
died from arsenic poisoning. He said 
that the Canadian doctors must have 
held the post-mortem examination with 
the intention of finding arsenic, other- 


wise they would not have used the 
Marsh test. He also said that the 
amount of arsenic found in Sterna- 


man’s stomach had nothing to do with 
the cause of his death, as only the ar- 
senic which had been dissolved and 
conveyed to the vital parts would be 
of any consequence, He further 
stated that in the event of the body 
having been embalmed by injecting ar- 
senical fluid in the stomach, the con- 
dition of the soil containing moisture 
and numerous alkaline deposits would 
have a tendency to draw the poisonous 
fluid to other parts of the body after 
six weeks of burial. 

Dr. James J. McFadden of No, 173 
Auburn-avyenue swore that he treated 
Sternaman for a form of blood poison- 
ing in August, 1895. 

Elizabeth Sevenpiper, 
defendant, was recalled.

Mr. Gauthier has heard that 
Mr. Lemieux, M.P., has been successful 
in securing the dismissal of certain ob- 
noxious fishery overseers in Gaspe 
County, and wants to keep stcp in the 
same line, One or two newspaper men 
tackled Mr. Gauthier as to his views 
on the political situation, but he put 
forth the excuse that he cculd not 
speak English. 

A number of new appointments have 
been made in the Customs Depart- 
ment. Mr. R. O. Fish has been ap- 
pointed Collector of Customs at Berlin, 
in the place of Mr. Bowman, who de- 
faulted some time ago; Mr, R, Brown- 
lee has been appointed Collector of 
Customs at Barrie; Mr, James H. 
Johnston has been appointed sub-Col- 
lector of Customs at Grafton, Nor- 
thumberland County ; John H. Fraser 
is the ‘new Collector of Customs at 
Wallaceburg. 

Mr. Hurley, M.P. for East Hastings, 
was in the city to-day on business 
with the departments, He states that 
the authorities of the Cape Vincent 
(N.Y.) hatchery are still engaged tak- 
ing whitefish spawn from the Bay of 
Quinte, It has not been possible so far 
to get all the ova required, as the fish 
are spawning late this year, but if the 
weather keeps fine it Is likely that the 
necessary quantity will be procured. 
Fishery Overseer Clark {fs watching 
operations for the Dominion Govern- 
ment. 

At the Customs Department ‘t is 
learned that the regulations establish- 
ed last spring fo» the c)-veni:nce of 
United States bicyclists v <Iting Uanadca 
with their wheelz, have worked 9¢mir- 
ebly. Of the thousands of American 
wheelmen who visited the Dominion 
this year, less than half a dozen cases 
have been reported in which the regu- 
lation respecting .utward etry of such 
bicycles was not obeyed.

The Export Oheese Trade. 
~ (Trado Bulletin.) 


Now that we are at the end of the cheese- 
making season on both sides of the Atlan- 
tic, dealers and shippers are beginning to 
discuss the question of actual production 
daring the year 1856.

and if the shortage amounts to 25 per cent.

1,875,000 boxes. A few weeks ago the Trade 
Bulletin estimated o shortage In the British 
make at 1,000,000 to 1,250,100 boxes, and 
these figures now appear to be endorsed by 
Eoglish firms. The tone of the market is 
quiet, which was to bs expected after the 
heavy shipments to the other side during 
the past few weeks, and possibly there may 
not any great improvement until after 
the holidays, unless the actual state of 
the shortage on the other side dawns upon 
buyers in the meantime. Stocks in Canada 

are not half what they were last year at this 

time, while some go os far as to state that a 

third is about the right proportion. There 

can be no doubt that the exception ally low 
prices which ruled all through the summer 
cauged an Immense consumption of chease 
in Great Britain, which accounts for the 
séearcity of summer goods.

A CHINESE TRAVELLER, 





Interesting Information a6 to the * Celes- 
tlal” Empire. 

W. M. Hobson, Esq., at present resid- 
ing in Toronto,as Secy. of the Bible Train- 
ing School in that city, gave an interesting 
talk in tho Baptist Church last evening on 
China and its people. He is well qualified 
to speak on this subject, being a native of 
Canton, a Chinese Mandarin, the grandson 
of the first missionary to China, Dr. 
Morrison the son of the first medical mis- 
siopary there, and later years a British 
Governmentofticial,in which capacity he has 
travelled or resided in many different 
parts of that great land, and so has had 
exceptional opportunities for studying the 
wonderful people. Politically he describes 
it as altogether corrupt, so any one can 
rise to the top who isa student and can 
bribe his fellows. The Emperor is 
nominally supreme, but the Dowager 
Empress is in reality the ruler, with 
Prince Li Hung Chang, who seems to be 
no great favorite with Mr. Hubson, as her 
able seconder. Another obstacle to its 
advancement is tho opium traffic.

treating of refractory ores, went to Deloro, 
and the visit left no doubt in our minds as 
to the energy and skill being put 
forth by the Company. Enough 
has already been told as to the new mills, 
otc., being erected by this Company. The 
erection of mills we have seen before. 
What I wished to leara, if possible, was, 
what hopes there were of a profitable re- 
result to the enterprise, and while that 
capnot be stated in dividends as yet, there 
is a strong probability of there being 
dividends within a year from this time. 
That such will be the result is the wish of 
the people of the back country, for on the 
success of this company being able to treat 
the mispickel ores profitably, depends in a 
very large measure, the future welfare of 
the district. 

The company have secured control, by 
purchase and option, of a yery large area 
in this district, but they have not secured 
all the properties on which deposits of 
mispickel are found ; no doubt they have 
enough for their requirements for some 
time to come.

In one old shaft 
the vein matter measures over 20 feet in 
width, all mispickel, very much decompos- 
ed from exposure, This shaft is some 50 
feot deep, and I have examined pieces of 
the oro left at the mouth, that presumably 
came from the bottom, and no richer look- 
ing mispickel is to be found. The vein 
crops outagain atthe river and can b» 
found on both sides of it. 

At another old working lying west of the 
50 ft. shaft, aud apparently not on the 
same vein, the vein matter messures about 
13 ft. in width and is a good mispickel. At 
another working, abott 1000 yards west of 
this, I examined the show of mispickel as 
near the bottom as water would permit, 
and found it to be high grade ore. There 
can be little doubt but that there exists on 
this property a very large deposit of mis- 
pickel. 

On some properties adjacent to this, the 
Osnadian Gold Fields Company have se- 
cured control, on all of which are to be 
found good indications of mispickel. 

I endeavored to learn why Mr. Flint 
discontinued work on such evidently good 
deposits, and found that all tho 
ore taken out by him had been worked in 
the old way as free milling ore. In those 
days they had not learned the various 
chemical processes hy which such refractory 
ores can bo profitably worked, and even 
now there exists a doubt as to tho profits 
to be made. This doubt can only be dis- 
pelled by actual and successful working, 
and for this a great deal depends on the 
success of the now methods now being put

The Turkish Olliclals Trying to Secure 
Knowledge of the Revolution, 


Constantinople, Nov. 18—A _ great 
many Americans in Constantinople are 
interested in the case of a Miss Zim- 
mer, who collected fifty or sixty child- 
ren for the purpose of giving th m 
shelter and instruction. The school she 
established was supported chiefly by 
funds contributed by Germans. Miss 
Zimmer's yenture coming to the notice 
of the Government, the authorities en- 
deavored to compel her to cease teach- 
ing the children. With this object the 
police have been cilling at Miss Zim- 
mers school every day trying to make 
her disperse her pupils, but she stead- 
ily refuses to do so. The attention of 
the embassies has been directed to re- 
ports that the Turkish authorities are 
torturing suspected persons for the 
purpose of compelling them to disclose 
their knowledge of the revolutionary 
movement, 





De Windt Has to Give it Up. 

London, Noy. 18.—A letter recelved 
here from Harry De Windt, dated Un- 
waidjik, on the Siberian coast of the 
Siberian Straits, says he has been ob- 
liged to abandon his proposed journey 
by land from New York to Paris, as 
be finds that the straits are 40 miles 
mide at the nanrowest point, and that 
they are never frozen over. De Windt 
expects to return in a whaler towards 
the end of the month.

THE FLOOD SUBSIDING. 





Bat Sill the Rivers Mave Not Fallen 
Enough to Give Material Relief 
Other Kivers Rising. 

Seattle, Wash., Nov. 18.—In some  sec- 
tlons of the flooded districts the Skaget 
aud Suohomish Rivers are slowly receding 
However, they have not fallen cnough to 


give material relief, and the smaller rivers 
to the south of the city in King County 
Gre still rising, entailing great loss of pre. 
perty, Muth of the wheat crop for which 
the Skaget River bottoms are famous, has 
been Irreparably damaged and an immense 
quantity of hay has been washed down 
the river Into Puget Sound. From the 
northern counties come reports of great 
destruction to stock, hundreds of cattle, 
sheep and hogs having been drowned. 

In Seattle there Is but litte improve 
mieht as regards railway communication, 
there being uo ovoriand trains woving. The 
Northern Pacifie made an Unisuccesafal at- 
tempt to get am castbound express through. 
Its lines between this city and Tacoma are 
linpassable, while river bridges have col- 
lapsed and many landslides are still block- 
ing the way. The Seattle and Internatlon- 
al ran a train through north to Sumas 
yesterday afternoon, thus connecting with 
the Canadian Pacific. The local agent of 
the latter road reports its main line clear. 
Today the Great Northern expects to have 
a train runuing as far north as Stanford 
on the coast line. 


HAVOC EVERYWHERE, 





Rain ts Causing Enormous Damage in Idahe 
~ Rallway Washouts Stop Traffic. 


Wallace, Idaho, Noy, 18.—Rain Is king In 
the Coeur d’ Alene, Down mountain gorges 
floods have beeu raging since Sunday 
morning, creating havoc everywhere. Of 
six railroads, running Into Wallace, but 
one can run trains, while the best rest- 
dence portion of Wallace is a scene of deso- 
lation. Bulldings have been swept awa 
and their’places are occupled by drift-woo 
while two blocks have had the soll washed 
off to bed rock. Since Noy, 1, snow has 
been falling and ten feet lay on the sum- 
mits of the mionntains. This quickly be- 
enme slush, when the warm rain commene- 
ed falling last Thursday. The depth of 
snow prevented the whter from starting 
quickly, but Saturday night the streams 
were swelling considerably. On Sunday 
morning trains ere held up by washouts. 
Through the w rrn part of Wallace runs 
a placer creek, along which are bullt the 
houses of well-to-do citizens. 

Fifty thousand dollars worth of property 
has suffered along the placer creck. The 
railroad loss may be as much more fn the 
whole district, while no estimate can yet 
be made of private losses in other places, 
or the logs on country roads and bridges. 
All the large mines will have to shut down, 
Many miles ern DPaeifie track have 
been washed out in this vicinity, ond sev- 
eral bridges have also beeu destroyed, 
Kingston, Lelow the junction of the south 
and north forks of the Coeur d’ Alene 
River, is reported all afloat.

It is made with a curved blade, so that 
the pressure of the humb on the feather 
shall be perfectly equal, It is there, 
hetween the curve of the knife and the 
end of the thumb, that you draw the 
fronds of the feather, To curl the ex- 
treme edge of the feather let the pres- 
sure be light until you get near the

edge, then accentuate it, For a feather 
of very good quality which does not 
require so much curl, but has a rather 
lat, spread appearance, the pressure 
should accentuated near the stem, 
and lessened as you get near the edge.

Ned had just graduated With-honor and a 
war medal from the corps of Canadian 
Voyageurs to whom had been entrusted, In 


the Soudan campaign for the relief of 
Gordon, the transportation of the small

jagged rocks! Atl gave him a pre-empted 
title to our hero worship, And then again

No complaint can be made of the lower 
Saskatchewan as regards its length and 
breadth ;,butas to depth, a heavy dew or 
vigorous moistening with a lawn sprinkler, 
would afford about as practicable a channel 
for steamboatas did the natural water- 
shed in the spring of 1885. As the Northcote 
and her consorts called for atleasc eighteen 
inches of water, navigation would neces- 
sarily have been difficult, but add to this in- 
conventeuce that of sandbars at eyery few 
hundred yards and it will be ailmnitted that 
Ned was kept busy defending us from the 
perils of those that go down to the sea in 
ships. Seated on deck at the bow, leg sus- 
pended iu midair, he held a pole, at the 
further end of which certain numbers of 
feet were marked off by means of pieces 
of red flannel.

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THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 


Every step taken by the Laurier-Tarto 
Government in re tariff changes is in direct 
contradiction to pro-olection promises. 

When membors of the late Government 

interviewed manufacturers, importers and 
agriculturists, with the object of learn- 
ing from personal intercourse how tho 
tariff, as it then oxisted, affected their 
various vocations in life, they were de- 
nounced both by Liberal politicians and 
their press as imbociles and unfit to govera, 
Now wo have theso same heaven-born 
statesmen peregrinating the country, anl 
the Liberal Press, forgetting their former 
declarations, defending them for doing pre- 
cisely what their predecessors did, and for 
which they were condemned, Such, how- 
ever, is Gritism. 

The first meeting held by Sir Oliver, 
Sir Richard and Messrs. Fielding and 
Paterson was in Toronto, on the 17th Nov., 
in the rooms of the Board of Trade. Tho 
Mail-Empire, in its report of the proceed- 
ings, says Sir Richard Cartwright has 
learned wisdom from the past and actually 
become to a certain extent civil when talking 
to manufacturers on the subject of protec- 
tion. The humiliation of haying to take 
a portfolio other than that of 
Finance has no doubt had a mollifying 

effect upon an otherwise irritable tempera- 
_ ment, governed by a, mind which, in the 
opinion of its possessor, is superior to 
all others, and therefore cannot be 
taught anything, particularly upon ques- 
tions of political economy. He, with 
others, alter eighteen years in Opposition, 
have learned that upon practical ques-’ 
tions at least they have their poers, 
hence the seeking of information at the 
present moment from those who in the 
_ past were despised and denounced as 
“legalized robbers.” From what has 
already taken place, we incline to 
that they will return to 
Ottawa much wisor than when they 
left it. For instance, when Mr. Kemp, 
President of the Manufacturing Associa- 
_ tion of Ontario, was giving his evidence, 
“Sir Richard, in an off-hand conversational 
“sort of way, which might mean anything 
“‘or nothing, insinuated that that gentle- 
**man was taxing the public. .Mr. Kemp 
“promptly repelled the insinuation, and 
“told the Minister that his firm was sell- 
**ing goods cheaper in Canada to-day than 
“they were being sold for anywhere else in 
“the world. Having tried Mr. Kemp's 
‘mettle, Sir Richard did not make any 
** further venture.” 

This evidence must have proved gall and 
Wormwood to the gentlemen who 
for years beon telling the taxpayers how 
fearfully they have been robbed by a 
tariff based upon the principle of protec- 
tion. 

This is not all: Mr. Wm. Dobie, mana- 
gerof the Yeast, Cakes, Baking Powder 
establishment, told the Commissioners that 
**the firm's headquarters were in Chicayo, 
and thatif thore wasa material reductiin 
on the duty, its manufacturing would Le 
done there instead ofin Toronto.” He 
thon added that the firm paid out sbout 
$100,000 a yearin wages, etc., and that 
the output was between $140,000 and 
$150,000 per annum; and that “if the 
“‘duty were reduced to 20 per cont. it 
** would pay the firm to do all its manufac- 
“turing in the States, and then to pay the 
** duty and simply sell in Canada.” Mr, 
Dobie further informed Sir Richard and 
Mr. Fielding that the price at which the 
goods wore sold in Canada was xs low ax 
the same articles were suld in the United 
States, at the present time. Here is a caso, 
among many others, in which a reduction 
of the duty would cause the removal of an 
industry to the United States, in which 
$100,000 is spent every year, and no re- 
duction in prices to follow.

He pointed out that 
before the present duty was put on hi 
firm manufactured its goods m Detroit 
for the Canadian market. When the 
duty was imposed, a factory employing 
s0 skilled hands was established here, 
And if it were taken off the cheapness 
of the raw material across the border 
would render it Impossible for them to 
continue manufacturing here. Even 
at present the American manufacturers 
sometimes managed to unload their 
culls on this market 

Next came a deputation representing 
the artists of Toronto, consisting of 
Hon. G. W. Allan, honorary president 
ef the Ontario Soclety of Artists, and 
president of the Ontario School of Art 
and Design ; M. Matthews, president of 
the OS. A; R. BF. Gagen, secretary 
O.5,A.; James Smith, secretary Royal 
Canadian Academy of Arts; G, A. 
Reid, R.C.A.; FL. McG. Knowles, A.R. 
C.A., and Manager Beswetherick of the 
Art Metropole. Their appearance 
seemed to break the monotony of the 
session for the Ministers, for in con 
trast to the other deputations the art- 
ists asked for the removal instead of 
the maintenance or increase of the pre- 
sent dutles, . 

Senator Allan asked for the removal 
of the existing tariff on artists’ materi- 
als. None, he sald, were manufactured 
in this country, and no obstacles should 
be left in the way of the progress of 
art in the country und the artistic 
education of our young, 

Mr. Knowles supported Mr. Allan, 
and Mr. Beswethcrick, representing the 
importers of artists’ materials, agreed 
to the removal of the duties in case h® 
were given sufficient notice to allow 
time to arrange his stock accordingly. 
He sald the change would lessen his 
profits for a time, but this loss, he 
thought, would be made up by the In- 
creased number of patrons he would 
ret. 

In reply to a question by Hon. Mr. 
Fielding, Mr. Knowles said that if the 
Government Were unable to remove all 
the duties, it was most important that 
the tariff on “academy boards” should 
come off. 

The artists were followed by a quar- 
tet of medical men. Drs. Wilson, Old- 
right, Fraser and McPhedran appeared 
to request the removal of the duties on 
medical literature and surgical instru- 
ments, The duty on books, they held, 
Was a tax on Knowledge, and in the 
interests, especially of the poor, for 
Whom many physicians did a lot of 
charitable work, the tax on surgical 
instruments should also be removed, 

A deputation of seedsmen consisting 
of Messrs. Geo. Keith, S. E. Briggs, J. 
A. Simmers, Jas. Goodall and Robt. 
Rennie, asked that the duty be taken 
off clover and grass seeds imported 
for agricultural purposes. They re- 
presented that these seeds imported for 
garden purposes should retain the im- 
post. It was pointed out that seeds 
are imported from the United States, 
Germany and France, and that the 
postal rates discriminated against Can 
ada and In favor of the United States 
The postal charge on seeds going into 
the United States from Canada is l6c 
per pound, and on those coming Into 
Canada from the United States &c. 

Messrs. J. L. Spink, C. B. Watts and 
M. McLaughlin asked that if possible 
the duties on grain and flour remain 
undisturbed. ‘ane deputation averred 
that the millers were unanimous in 
making the request, and that the farm- 
ers were benefited by the duty to the 
extent of from 5e to lSc per bushel on 
every bushel of wheat they sold. The 
danger of second-class American flour 
being slaughtered on the Canadian 
market was noted, The discrimina- 
tion In freight rates between Minne- 
apolis and other points and much nearer 
Canadian points was also commented 
upon. 

President Crompton of the Crompton 
Corset Co. and Vice-President Walker 
of the same company had a secret In- 
terview with the Ministers.

put his name on the goods. This Is 
done so that they may be sold at bet- 
ter prices as imported goods, 

According *to the. furniture 
a reduction of thé” present 
made one-half of the furniture 
concerns now operating in Canada 
could not keep up. It would virtually 
mean the closing of the factories, as 
they are now manufactured up to and 
perhaps beyond the necds of the 
Canadian market. If the Americans 
tire allowed to come in and take any 
more of the trade it will be necessary 
for most of the firms to close up or 
look elsewhere for a market, 

The tannery men had a large repre- 
sentation, as follows: Messrs. Charles 
King, James Robson, J. Bowman, 
G, W. Beardmore, L. J. Breithaupt, 
Berlin; Joseph Carrington, King- 
ston; 5S. R. Wickett, Toronto; C. J. 
Marlatt, Oakville; A. R, Clarke, ‘To- 
ronto; G, W, Lang, Berlin; Charles 
Knees, Oshawa; W. Beardmore, To- 
ronto; W. J. Bickell, Toronto. They 
had a strong grievance to the effect 
that the last tariff! reform had _ so 
affected the trade that some of our 
lurgest tanners have been driven out 
of the country. They wanted a gen- 
eral Increase of duty to offset the in- 
roads the United States Leather Com- 
pany and other large American con- 
cerns were making in our leather mar- 
ket. They would like to see the duty 
raised from 17 1-2 per cent, to 20 per 
cent., as it Was before, and on boots 
and shoes they thought a 30 per cent. 
taviff would be of all round benefit. 

Sir Richard read a declaration in his 
possession, showing that special in- 
ducements were offered buyers to pur- 
chase from several Canadian firms, or 
as he put it: “If you choose to confine 
your trade to members of our assocla- 
tion we will give you a certain dis- 
count,” 

It was explained to Sir Richard that 
this declaration was no attempt at 
coercion, it was to keep out the ray- 
ages of the United States Leather 
Cempany. Members of the association 
compete with each other, and iit is not 
considered any breach of faith to un- 
dersell a neighbor. Every member can 
sell at his own prices. 

Like the furniture men, the tanners 
Stated that preference was given by 
the Canadian buyer to imported goods. 

Mr, William Beardmore warmly re- 
marked: “If you want to see tanneries 
kept up in Canada we've got to be 
protected from the United States. It's 
been getting worse and worse right 
along and something should be done.’ 
He told how the wealthiest packing 
ecncern in the United States had start- 
ed a tannery at Boston and were go- 
ing to mnake a big effort to get Into 
the Canadian market. Prices would 
cut no figure With them until they got 
established and they could afford to 
lose half a million a year for a few 
years without fecling it to any extent, 
and unless a high tariff was put up 
this concern was going to very great- 
ly affect certain branches of the trade 
here. 

It was nearly 7 o'clock when the In- 
terview with the tannery men conclud- 
ed, and there were other delegates 
Waiting outside. The coffée and spice 
men, C. C, Dalton, J. W. Cowan, Mr, 
Todhunter, W. A. Mitchell, A. Jardine 
and R, Watson of the Toronto Spice 
Company, were ushered into the Cham- 
ber, but Mr. Fielding explained to 
them that the Ministers had import- 
ant engagements and had not time 
now to give a full hearing to the de- 
putation’s views, Accordingly, an- 
other appointment was made. The de- 
putation were going to ask for slight 
changes in the tariff, 

A couple of machmery men, Messrs. 
Alex Gourlay of Galt and Mr, A. R. 
Williams, Toronto, tried to get an in- 
terview, but they will also be heard 
by appointment. 

Hon, Mr. Fielding 
newspaper men that he 
Paterson would sit at 2.30 this after- 
noon to hear several deputations by 
appointment, Owing to important en- 
sagements, Sir Richard Cartwright 
and Sir Oliver Mowat would not be 
present.

This morning Pete Perrault, who up 
till last spring was keeper of the 
morgue, was drowned while unloading a 
steamship at the Dominion wharf. His 
body has not been’found as yet. Per 
rault was stationed at the second 
hatchway of the boat, and in swing- 
ing the load off the rope missed his 
footing and fell overboard.

Uan out of thousands of Christian 
feel it. All absorbing desire for th: 
betterment of the physical and mental 
condition ts very common. It would take 

of a mathemitician than I 
Cun be to calculate how tmipiy 

are, up to an anxiety that sometimes 

will not let them sleep nights, plan- 
ning for the efficiency of hospitals where 
the sick and wounded of body are 
treated, and for eye and ear infirmaries, 
and for dispensaries and retreats where 
the poorest may have most skillful sur- 
gery and helpful treatment, Oh, it Is 
beautiful and glorious this widespread 
and ever intensifying movement to al- 
leviate and cure physical misfortunes. 

May God encourage and help the thou- 
Sands of splend!d men and women én- 
faged in that work! But all that is 
outside of my subject to-day. In be- 
half of the immortality of a man, the 
inner eye, the inner ear, the inner 
capacity for gladness or distress, how 
few feel anything like the overwhelm- 
ing concentration expressed In my text. 
Rarer than four leaved clovers, rarer 
than century plants, rarer than prima 
donnas, have been those of whom it 
may be sald, ‘They had a passion for 
souls.”” You could count on the fingers 
of your left hand all the names of 
those you can recall who in the last— 
the elghteenth—century were so char- 
acterized. 

All the names of those you could re- 
call in our time as having this passion 
for souls you can count on the fingers 
and thumbs of your right and left 
hands, There are many more such 
consecrated souls, but they are scat- 
tered so widely you do not know them. 
Thoroughly Christian people by the 
hundreds of millions there are to-day, 
but how few people do you know who 
are utterly oblivious to everything in 
this world except the redemption of 
souls? Paul had it when he wrote my 
text and the time will come when the 
majority of Christians will ha@® it, ff 
this world is ever to be Hfted out of 
the slough in which it has been sink- 
ing and floundering for near 19 cen- 
turies, and the betterment had better 
begin with myself and yourself. When 
a committee of the Society of Friends 
called upon a member to reprimand 
him for breaking some small rule of 
the society, the member said; “I had 
a dream, in which all the friends had 
assembled tO plan some way to have 
our meeting house cleaned, for it was 
very filthy, Muny propositions were 
made, but no conclusion was reached 
until one of the members rose and 
said: ‘Friends, I think if each one 
Would take a broom and sweep im- 
mediately around his own seat, the 
meeting house would be clean.'" So 
Jet the work of spiritual improvement 
begin around our own soul. Some one 
whispers up from the right hand side 
of the pulpit and says, “Will you please 
name some of the persons in our times 
Who have this passion for souls?’ Oh, 
no! That would be invidious and im- 
Ppiudent, and the mere mentioning of 
the names of such persons might cause 
in them spiritual pride, and then the 
Lord would have no more use for 
them. 

Some one whispers up from the left 
hand side of the pulpit, “Will you not, 
then, mention among the people of the 
past some who had this passion for 
souls?'’ Oh, yes, Samuel Rutherford, 
the Scotchman of 300 years ago—his 
imprisonment at Aberdeen for his re- 
ligious zeal, and the public burning of 
his book, “Lex Rex,” in Edinburgh, 
and his unjust arraignment for high 
treason and other persecutions, purify- 
ing and sanctifying him so that his 
works, entitled ‘Trial and Triumph of 
Faith,” and “Christ Dying and Draw- 
ing Sinners to Himself,” and, above 
all, his 215 unparalleled letters showed 
that he had the passion for souls; Rich- 
ard Baxter, whose ‘“Paraphrase of the 
New Testament,” caused him to be 
dragged before Lord Jeffreys, who 
howled at him as “a rascal” and snivel- 
ing Presbyterian,” and imprisoned him 
for two years~Baxter, writing 168 re- 
liglous books, his “Call to the Uncon- 
verted,” bringing uncounted thousands 
into the pardon of the sospel, and his 
‘Saints’ Dverlasting Rest,” opening 
heaven to a host innumerable; Richard 
Cecil; Thomas a Kempis, writing his 
“Imitation of Christ,” for all ages; 
Harlan Page, Robert McCheyne, Net- 
Ueton, Finney and more whom I might 
mention, the characteristic of whose 
lives Was an overtowering passion for 
souls. A. B. Earl, the Baptist evenge- 
list, had it. Jacob Knapp had it, Dr. 
Bachus, president of Hamilton College, 
had it. And when told he had only 
half an hour to live, said: “Is that 50?

it a shroud—her every act of kindness 
for the body accotnpanied with a 
benediction for the soul.

Tho gathering was called to order by 
Ool. Ponton, who stated the object of the 
meeting. Mr. Thos. Ritchio was selected

introducing the spoaker of the evening. 

Dr. Ryerson, in his opening remarks, 
spoke of the origin of the St. John Am- 
bulance Association, which was founded in 
1877 by the Order of St. John of Jerusa- 
lem in England. On the l4th of May, 
1888, Hor Majesty the Queen was 
graciously pleased to grant a chartor of in- 
corporation to ‘The Grand Priory of the 
Order of tho Hospital of St. John of Joru- 
salem in England,” and that Her Majesty 
the Queen is the Sovereign head and patron 
of the Order, and that on the eve of St. 
John tho Baptist next following His Royal 
Highness the Prince of Wales shall become 
the Graud Prior of the Order. The speaker 
then defined the objects of the Association, 
which briefly are as tollows ; 





The instruction of persons in rendering 


the sick and injured. The instruction of 
persons in the elementary principles and 
practice of nursing, and also of ventilation 
and sanitation, especially of a sick-room, 
The manufacture, and distribution, by sale 
or presentation, of ambulance material, 
and the formation of ambulance depots in 
mines, factories and other centres of in- 
dustry and traftic, 

There was need for ambulance instruc- 
tion. The needless suffering and loss of 
life is caused by the ignorance of unskilled 
persons. The object of the Association is 
not to rival, but to aid, the medical man. 

In conclusion the lecturer moved that 
a society be formed here, which was 
carried and the following oflivers were 
elected :

CITY PARK. 


Ata late meeting of the City Council 
the Aldermen committed themselves andthe 
city to a scheme for turning the island ly- 
ing in the mouth of the harbor into a park. 
A well laid out and properly planted 
park in that vicinity would add much to 
the beauty and appearance of the approach 
to the city. Parks in places densely crowd- 
ed are a necessity, forming, as they do, the 
lungs or breathing places of the great mass 

of human beings who too often are 
huddled together in mows and alleys, 
where the sun scarcely ever sheds its 
genial rays. Is Belleville in such a posi- 
tion? The truth isthe whole city is a 
park, after leaving one or two streets in the 
centre of the city. While this is true, the 
utilizing of the island for the purposes of 
beautifying that part of the city is com- 
mendable and worthy of support, provid- 
ing it does not involve the expenditure of 
too large an amount, henco we suggest to 
our logislators the propriety of moving with 
caution before involving the city, now 
heavily in debt, in too large an expendi- 
ture. Thore is much work to be done be- 
fore the island can be made presentable, or 
fit for the purposes for which it is intend- 
ed. [tlies low, is uneven, and conse- 
quently large quantities of material would 
have to be brought from a distance for the 
purposes of filling and levelling; the 
grounds laid out in roads, walks, ete. ; 
grayelled ; trees planted, and otherwise 
improved ; in addition to which a bridge 
would have to be built across 
the upper part of the harbor before 
it could be reached, except by boats. It 
must be borne in mind, also, that no 
bridge can be constructed which might in 
any way even be supposed to interfere 
with navigation, without the consent of the 
Dominion Government. This we bave 
little doubt could be obtained, provided 
the bridge were constructed sufficiently fer 
north s0 as not to interfere in any way with 
navigation. Before this could be obtained 
plans, specifications and all other informa- 
_ tion would have to be laid before the Min- 
ister of Public Works, upon whose report 
an Order-in-Council would have to ba 
passed. To this must be added the expense 
of maintenance. All necessitates delay in 
_ preparation, hence the advisability of secur- 
ing this permission before incurring any 
expenditure of money, the amount of which 
at the present moment is altogether prob- 
lematical. 

The total sum required to complete 
the work, in a manner that would Le 
creditable to the city, and the scheme by 
which the money is to be secured, should 
be ascertained and laid before the taxpayers 
before any expenditure is made, other than 
the amount necessary to prepare plans, 
specifications, etc. This is the course whic’ 
every careful business man would pursue 
before entering into any enterprise which 
would involve the outlay of a large experd- 
Mure ofmoney. In the past there has been 
too little thought and consideration given 
to questions of a character which carry 
with them grave responsibilities and per- 
potaate a constant drain upon the pockels 
of tho ratepayers, Possibly all this to 
which we have called attention has been 
well weighed in the minds of those who 
havo advocated the schome cf an island 
park. If so, let the citizons have it in de- 
tail. For ourselves we should be delighted 
to sco the island made a pleasant place of 
resort, particularly for those who have not 
the luxury of a home with lawns, surround. 
ed by shade trees, but before entering 
on the scheme let us know what it 
cost and where the money is to come

London, Nov 20.—Sir Donald A. 
Smith, Canadian High Commissioner 
in London, delivered an address be- 
fore the Newcastle Geograpbicul So-

houghtto be Imported as Mining Machinery 
treo of Duty, Hut the Customs 
Depariment Kicks. 


Ottawa, Noy. 20.—(Specia!)—An_ in- 
teresting dispute over the importation 
of what is alleged to be mining ma- 
chinery has arisen between the Lil- 
looet, Fraser River and Cariboo Gold 
Fields Company and the Customs De- 
partment. Under the tariff mining 
and smelting machinery of a class or 
kind not manufactured in Canada is 
admitted duty free. Under this item, 
Which is usually liberally interpreted 
by the department, large quantities of 
mining machinery have been so im- 
ported into the Dominion. The Lil- 


looet Company Is anxious to bring in 
What is known ds an Otto tramway to 
be utilized for conveying quartz from 
the company’s mines to the concentra- 
tor. It Is classed by the shippers, a 
Chicago firm, as “machinery,’’ but the 
department can hardly see it in that 
light. The shippers have made the 
customary declaration that the tram- 
way is “machinery of a class or kind 
not made in Canada.’ The depart- 
ment, however, holds that it is made 
in Canada and quotes the names of 
three different firms turning such 
“machinery” out. 

The Indians of Georgina Island, Lake 
Simcoe, have asked permission of the 
department to use gill nets during the 
close season for the purpose of catch- 
ing fish for domestic use. As Lake 
Simece is one of the famous pleasure 
and angling resorts of Ontario, the 
Fisheries Department has prohibited 
the use in it of nets of every kind. 
Two years ago the Indians, on the re- 
presentations of the Indian Depart- 
ment, were allowed to use gill nets 
during the close season for catching 
fish for domestic purposes. It was 
found, however, that the concession 
Was grossly abused, large quantities 
of fish being shipped to market. The 
department does not propose to allow 
& repetition of such action, and has 
simply granted permission to the In- 
dians to use trolls during the close 
Season, this method of fishing furnish- 
ing them with ample supplies of food.

Deputations were recelyed by the 
commissioners on the first flat of the 
Rossin House yesterday morning, 
While in the afternoon they resumed 
business at the old stand—the council 
chamber of the Board of Trade. The 
reason for the private se in the 
Rossin House is known only to th 
linmediately concerned, the expluna- 
tion given Lo the reporters belng that 
there Was no accommodation for the 
press In the Rossin House room. 

There were some gentlemen around 
the corridors who did not care to give 
their names, and who got interviews 
outside the scope of the commission. 
Possibly this accounted for the privacy 
of the meeting. Sir Oliver Mowat was 
not present, and it was late when Sir 
Richard Cartwright arrived. He was 
not present at the afternoon session of 
the Ministers, Mr, D'Alton McCarthy 
Was at the Rossin House, it was un- 
derstood to have a private interview 
with Mr. Fielding, 

Messrs. J. D, King, Edmund Weston, 
W. A. Marsh, W. B. Hamilton and C. 
B. Hamilton were a boot and shoe de- 
putation received at the morning ses- 
sion, and one of these gentlemen stat- 
ed afterwards that they had simply 
asked for an equalization of the duties 
on the various things used by them in 
manufacture, It was considered that 
& great discrepancy existed between 
the duties they pay on their raw ma- 
terial, about 20 per cent., and those ac- 
corded them as protection amounted 
to 25 per cent., so that the real pro- 
tection was only 5 percent. The depu- 
tation wished the difference to be 
made at least 15 per cent., and thought 
it could be done without decreasing 
the revenue, The dealers pay 17 1-2 
per cent. duty on fine leathers, and 
they consider 15 per cent. sufficient. 
The raw material of the tanner Was 
admitted free and they wanted equal 
protection on such articles as kids, lin- 
ings, inks, dressings, blackings and 
machinery. In reply to Mr, Fielding, 
it was stated that it would be impos- 
sible to compete with the United States 
if free trade were established. 

Another delegation who had a pri- 
vate session with the Ministers were 
Messrs. George Bertram, and Edward 
Gurney. They discussed Seneral iron 
duties without reference to any par- 
ticular industry.

Mr. Fielding stated that if Mr, Eck- 
ardt’s firm had notified the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Commerce of any 
complaint against one of the subsidized 
lines the matter would have been in- 
vestigated. 

Mr, J. C. McLachlan of the Toronto 
Electric Motor Company wanted to 
have magnet wire placed on the free 
list. The present duty is 30 per cent. 
If it was placed on the free list It 
would enable us to get the American 
markets. The Wire is mot covered 
here to any extent, only in a few sizes, 
and by the firms using it. Mr Mc- 
Lachlan did not care a “ap for any 
competition. Once before a reduction 
from 35 percent to 30 per cent. had 
been allowed oa magnet wire. 

Mr. Joseph Wright, president; David 
Carlisle, vice-president; John Stark, 
director, and J. W. Tayler, managing 
director of the Toronto Rajiator Manu- 
facturing Company, were the next to 
walt upon the commission, They 
wanted the tariff left as it was, the 
present duty of 27 1-2 per cent. being 
considered sufficient under certain 
conditions, whieh they named. They 
were, however, desirous of having @ 
bonus of $4.80 per ton on exported 
radiators, whether made of Canadian 
or American Iron, The compétition 
from the United States gave consider- 
able cause for complaint. Labor was 
much cheaper there than here, was of 
an inferior clas3, and the vast expanse 
of this country made freight expen- 
sive, Radlators, Mr. Taylor sald, are 
sold in Toronto 20 per cent. cheaper 
than in the United States, and the 
cheap rate of freight, yiz.: lic, from 
Boston to St. John, compared with 
the 58e rate from Toronto to St. John 
compelled the Canadian concern to 
sell 10 per cent. cheaper in St. John 
than the United States firms did, in 
order to meet the American competi- 
tion. The present duty of 27 1-2 per 
cent. ad valorem was, If anything, not 
high enough, as it gave the American 
concerns an op portunity to work off 
their surplus stock in this country. 

Messrs. G. C. HetIntzman and G, CG 
Royce, plano men, did not care for 
the reporters to be present at their 
interview, but it was learned that they 
were satisfied to have the tariff con- 
cerning them left as it Is and if a 
change is contemplated they would 
like the duty on walnut reduced from 
10 per cent, to 5 per cent.

fect that an excise duty of 6c per 
gallon be placed on acetic acid, similar 
to the way in which vinegar is taxed. 
It was pointed out that acetic acid 
had been of benefit to the people. For 
instance pickles, which a couple of

because the acid had been used In pre- 
serving them. Many people preferred 
acetic acid vinegar to fermented vine- 
gar, and it was not injurious to health 
any more than ordinary vinegar. 

In the event of the proposed duty 
being imposed the acetic acid factories 
would have to close. They are quite 
willing to compete with the vinegar 
men on equal terms if the duty on 
vinegar is taken off. The production 
of acetlc acid from wood, it was main- 
tained, is apurely Canadian industry 
and one of benefit to the country.

Tonawanda. This boundary line itis 


followed about one mile and a quarter 
in a northwesterly direction, where It 
again crosses private property In a 
rorthwesterly directf@n to the eas 
bank of the Erie Canal, which it 
reaches near the foot of Hinds s:vreets 
iu the village of Tonawanda, It then 
fcllows the canal bank to Burfalo, the 
pole line meeting the conduit about 
80) feet north of Brace street, and from 
this point to the power station of the 
Buffalo Street Railway Company the 


cables will be laid underground, the 
distance being about 4200 feet. In 
reaching Buffalo the lne passes 


through the City of Niagara falls, the 
town of Niagara, the town of Wheat- 
field, the village of North Tonawanda, 
the village of Tonawanda and the city 
of Buffalo, about two and one-half or 
three miles, however, being bullt with- 
in the Umits of the latter city. 

In traveling between the Falls and 
Buffalo one catches an occasional 
glimpse of the pole line, and it is 
eagerly ecanned by people anxious to 
know all about what Is deemed a 
wonder for what it Is destined to ac- 
complish. The poles stand from 35 to 
65 feet in height, and are all in place, 
about 200 men, working in six gangs, 
having been engaged in setting them. 


All of them are of white cedar and 
shaved. The depth at which the poles 
are set is six to eight feet. The 


ground along the line of transmission 
is for the greater part clay, and the 
larger number of poles are just placed 
in the ground and well tamped. How- 
ever, where soft soll was met the poles 
are set in concrete. In tne construc- 
tion of the present line the poles have 
been set to the east side of the centre 
of the 20-foot strip, the outside line 
being one foot beyond the outside end 
of the large cross-arms, This is so 
that another line of similar capacity 
can be built on the west side of the 
right of way should occasion demand 
{t The poles are set from 60 to 75 feet 
apart, the disance being vartea in order 
cyercome any possible vibration of the 
spans. All the poles are to be painted 
with two coats of pure white lead ana 
bolled linseed oil. 


In the transmission of the current 
from the Falls to Buffalo complete 
transposition is affected every five 


miles. At each of these five points on 
the line two poles, which are five feet 
higher than those adjoining, are set, 
In the Initial letter picture turning a 
corner is shown. In turning sharp 
angles, like corners, six poles are used 


instead of three, and these are fitted 
with double cross-arms in omer to 
distribute the strain of the cable on 
six, instead of three pins All poles 
set at angles are to be guyed to the 
bottom of the opposite poles by a 3-4 
wit strand All of the poles have 
three cross-arms. The two upper cross- 
arms are designed for power cables, 


and are of the same size, 12 feet long 


by 4 3-4 Inches, and made of yellow 
pine They are supported by solid 
braces made of 2 by 2-inch angle tron. | 
The lower cros#-arms are intended for 
telephone purposes. They are six feet 
long by 3 1-4 by 56 1-4 Inche ind are 
upported by 1 1-2 by 1-4 angle iron | 
braces | 

The upper cross-arma will carry tron 
pins, on which galvanized barbed fence 
wir will b trung as a protection 
ugainst lightning This wire will be 
at a height of 18 Inche and will be 
grounded at frequent Intervals along 
the line. 

The power to be ent to Buffalo will 
be generated by the ble dynamos mada 
by the Westinghouse Mlectri and 
Manufacturing Company, thre of 
which have been in operation at the 
Falls for some months.

Ontario Agricultural Statistics. 





Some Interestlog Facts and Figures Ke- 
garding Vur Grain and Other 
Productions. 

A section of tho annual report of tho 
Ontario Bureau of Statistics has just been 
published by our Provincial Government, 
and it contains a good many facts and fig. 
ures of more than passing interest, especinl- 
ly to all thoso interested in our farming 
affairs—and who is not ? Some of the more 
important statistics relating to our grain 
and other productions, especially as thoy 
particularly relate to Hastings and the 
neighboring counties, are compiled. Others 
may be supplied at a future time, 

FARMING LANDS. 

The total number of acres of land now 
assessed in ‘‘Rural Aros of Ontario” is 
put down at 23,113,315. Of these 12,426, - 
992 are cleared, 7,777,451 are wood-lard 
and 2,908,872 are swamp or marsh. It will 
be seen that alittle over one half is 
now cleared and under cultivation. 

GRAIN PRODUCTION. 

The figures given in regard to grain pro- 
duction are those of the year 1895, which, 
it will be remembered, was a very dry year 
in this province, and the yield of nearly 
all kinds of crops was considerably belo ¥ 
our ordinary average. The showing, how- 
ever, is good. Tho statistics are compiled 
from the various municipal returns made 
“to the Ontario Government. 

WHEAT PRODUCTION. 

The total arcain fall wheat throughout 
Ontario in 1895 is reported at 743,109 
acres, with an aggregate yield of 14,155,282 
bushels, being an average of 19 bushels per 
acre. The yield is considerably less than 
the previous year, which was 16,512,106 
‘bushels, and a good dea! below the annual 
average of the previous fourteon years, 
which amounted to nearly 18 million 
bushels. Wheat growing has not been 
very profitable in Ontario for some years 
past and there has been this falling off in 
consequence. It may be here remarked, 
however, that in not a single State of the 
United States was the average yield of fall 
wheat per scre so large as in Ontario, nor 
yet in any other country on this continent.

Of spring wheat there were 223,957 acre: 
in the province during the year, yielding 
3,472,543 bushels, being an average of 154 
bushels peracre. The yieldwasa littlelarger 
than the year before, but only about ons 
half as large as the average of the previous 
fourteen years, Our average yield of this 
grain is not nearly as large as that of Mani- 
toba, where it was Inst year over 27 bushels 
to the acre ; but that was an extraordinary 
Average, even there, and it is much cas 
this season, being under 20 bushels. It 
will be remembered that spring wheat only 
is cultivated in Manitoba, the winter not 
being adapted to fall wheat. In only two 
of tho Western States, Minnesota and Iowa, 
was the average as large last year as with 
us, and in those States wheat growing is 
becoming a general failure.

Archbishop Langevin of St. Boniface 
and Rey. Father Cherrier of this city 
both delivered sermons on the school 
question to-day, in which they declar- 
ed that the terms of settlement as an- 
nounced by the Manitoba and Domin- 
fon Governments were far from satis- 
factory to the Catholics, in fact it was 
no settlement at all. Catholics could 
not be deprived of the privilege of 
teaching their young. It was the duty 
of the church. Father Cherrier said 
Catholic schools are to the young 
What the church is to the whole world, 
and the Catholic school, by the teach- 
ing of the young, and especially the 
poor and needy, accomplished a work 
for which all generations past and 
generations to come should feel ex- 
tremely grateful. It was contemptible 
to refuse fair-play to the Catholics, 
and he could not understand what led 
these parties to consent and take part 
in persecution of the Catholics, There 
would be a page in the history of this 
country that would be to the shame 
of those who were guilty of this out- 
rage, and they would be held responsi- 
ble before the generations to come 
until they would have to answer for 
it before the judgment bar of God. 
The duty of all Catholics now was to 
Stand united In defense of thelr rights 
and be prepared for fresh sacrifices, 
for, cost what it might, they must 
have Cathohe schools. For himself, he 
could only say that should the neces- 
sity arise he would willingly undertake 
the task of teaching thelr children. He 
cared not where he should spend the 
few years that would remain to him

WILL WRECK THE GOVERN MENT, 


Archbishop O'Brien Says the Qusstion

Halifax, N.S., Nov. 21.—Archbishop 
O'Brien of Halifax, in answer to a 
question, said: “I should prefer not to 
say anything about the so-called 
‘terms,’ as I can scarcely bring myself 
to believe that any Government Can- 
ada could possibly have would be a 
party to such a transaction.” 

“But, said the reporter, ‘they are 
Siven out as official.” 

“Well,” answered the Archbishou, 
“on the assumption they are genuine, 
I can only repeat a remark I made 
about four years ago, after the first 
decision of the Privy Council on this 
same Manitoba school question.” 

“On my return from the Pacific Coast 
I was asked if I thought the question 
settled. I replied: ‘No question is get- 
tled until justice has been done.’ 

“Many laughed then ; but in vicw of 
the latest decision of the Privy Coun- 
cil, fewer will laugh to-day when the 
remark is repeated, 

"The Fablan-like policy of delay in 
giving effect to that decision wrecked 
one Government ; the cynical injustice 
of this so-called ‘settlement’ “will as- 
suredly wreck another, 

“Yes, doubtless the Government press 
will make a great flourish; but the 
writers, even aided by large headlines,

campaigning. Barnell has long been 
an intimate friend of the Corbus fam- 
ily, and if affairs should so shape them- 
selves as to require the carrying out of 
the terms of the contract, Mrs. Corbus 
says there will be no delay on her part, 
and a legal separation will be followed 
by the marriage of Barnell and Corbus’ 
divorced wife.

Sir Frank Lockwood, continuing, 
called attention to the action at law 
which Countess Russell had brought 
against her husband, Barl Russell, 
more than a year ago for the pur- 
pose, as alleged, of obtaining a resti- 
tution of her conjugal rights, This 
litication, he said, had been inc ited by 


Lady Scott, and, though its ostensible 
object Was the restoration of Coun- 
tees Russell's marital rights, the real 


purpose Was to extort money from the 
Far’, 

At this point In the 
the counsel for the prosecution Lady 
Scott became greatly agitated and 
smote the front of the dock violently 
With her hands, 

Continuing his remarks, counsel de- 
clared that no woman could be so base 
as to desire her daughter to resume 
cohabitation with her husband if she 
believed that the charges of immoral- 
ity and cruelty which Countess Rus- 
sell had brought against the Parl, and 
which had not been supported by the 
evidence in the Countess’ original suit 
for judicial separation, were true, 

Sir Frank Lockwood then read state- 
ments made by the prisoner Kast, al- 
leging the commission of an indecent 
act by Lord Russell on board his yacht 
on the night of June 19, 1883. Earl 
Russell, he said, could prove that on 
the night In question he had slept in 
ter and did not go on board 
sht until June 20. Pnoof of Lady 
Scott's animus and tendency toward 
blackmail, he said, was shown in the 
fact that circulars containing the ter- 
rible charges aguinst Earl Russell 
were sent to the masters of the schools 
in which Lord Russell was educated. 
Counsel gave another instance of the 
falsity of the charges by showing that 
When Earl Russell took measures to 
bring Kast and Cockerton to justice 
they were examined privately as to the 
time and place of the acts alleged and 
they were obliged to withdraw their 
accusations, Sir Frank Lockwood 
concluded by saying that the whole 
affair was a horrible conspiracy in- 
stigated by wicked women’s wit. 

At this point in the proceedings Lady 
Scott was permitted to leave the dock 
upon the understanding that she 
should not be permitted to communi- 
cate with any one of the witnesses in 
the case. 

Sir Frank Locwood, resuming hie ar- 
gument, said that Lady Scott first 
came into communication with Cocker- 
ton, Kast and Aylott in November, 
1895, when blackmailing designs were 
arranged with Countess Russell. Then, 
he said, Kast’s brother wrote to the 
Earl, saying that an agent of Lady 
Scott was searching for his brother, 
Who was in the army in India, with 
a view of getting his assistance in 
making charges against His Lordship 
Earl Russell immediately consulted 
his solicitors, who wired Kast warn- 
ing him that he was being made a 
catspaw in the concoction of filthy 


charges.

It was 
Lady Scott's agents bought Kast out 
of the army in India and supplied him 
With money. While in Bombay Kast 
wrote to a private in his old regiment 
saying that he was staying atthe best 
hotel in Bombay, with seven rupees a 
day and everything found except 
strong drinks, In fact he was “doing 
the heavy” at no expense to himself, 
It would be proved, Sir Frank Lock- 
wood said, that Lady Scott's detective, 
Smith, had supplied Kast with money. 
Calling attention to the assertion of 
the defendants that after Kast had 
left Earl Russell's yacht, His Lordship 
had sent him a postal card, addressine 
him as "Dear Ived,"” inviting him to 
Join the Earl's yacht as cabin boy, Sir 
Frank said: “I shall call as the first 
Witness Earl Russell himself, who will 





show that the dates Involved in the 
accusations are impossible and the 
facts alleged improbable. Meanwhile 


I ask Your Worship to hold the de- 
fendants hand and foot until this case 
is fully heard.” 5 ; 

The male defendants were not allow- 
ed out on bail, but Lady Scott was 
permitted to go out on ball with the 
understanding that she was to have 
no communication with anyone con- 
peeked with the case except her coun- 
sel.

to the American Presidency, though he 
Was merely the lesser evil If Bryan 
had not appeared as a candidate he 
would have thought McKinley the 
worst possible man for President. 

Lord Playfair said: "The issues at 
plak in the recent American presl- 
dential election Involved questions of 
constitulional government, and also 
the question of our faith in the demo- 
cracy. If Bryan had been elected 
that faith would have been shattered, 
and the commercial panic which would 
have ensued would have been enor- 
mous. But far more serious than a 
commercial panic would have been our 
loss of faith in the democracy of the 
world,” 

Speaking of his personal observa- 
tions in the United States during the 
presidential campaign, Lord Playfair 
said he felt required to say that the 
silverites were not dishonest, but mis- 
taken. Free trade was not an issue 
in the contest with the exception that 
it was mentioned in some of MecKin- 
ley's speeches. In view of the fact 
that the pivot of the election was 
souud money, the world ought to feel 
glad of the result, It would be a long 
time, he predicted, before the ardent 
protectionists of the, United States 
would seek to change the existing 
tariff. The sound politiclans of the 
United States had many questions of 
their own to solve, and he had no 
doubt that they would take advantage 
of the opportunity to deal with the 
question of the currency; but they were 
not likely to attempt to bring about a 
revival of high protection. 


LADY SCOTT'S TRIAL, 


Earl Kussell Narrates the Stery of the 
Manning of Bis Yacht. 


London, Nov, 24.—The trial of Lady 
Scott and the other defendants, Cock- 
erton, Kast and Aylott, charged with 
having criminally l'belled Barl Russell, 
was resumed in the Central Criminal 
Court, Old Bailey, this morning. 

Warl Russell was called to the wit- 
ness stand and narrated the circum- 
Stances of his purchasing and man- 
ning his yacht. He had on board a 
mate named W. R. Parker, and a cabin 
boy named W. H. Parker, who left his 
employ to go into the Royal Navy. 
He was aware that W. H. Parker had 
been subpoenaed as a witness in this 
case, It was not true that he had ever 
kissed W. H, Parker, He had engaged 
Kast as cabin boy in June, 1887, 
Among the guests on board the yacht 
at that time were Lon Thynne, Cecil 
Fane and Lane Fox. Earl Russell then 
proceeded to describe the arrange- 
ments on board the yacht for the ac- 
Sate ok Mon of his guests and him- 
self, 

Earl Russell denied Kast’s allega- 
tions of immorality on board the yacht 
While the vessel was at Norfolk Roads. 
Then he produced his diary and by it 
proved that it would have been im- 
possible for the acts charged to have 
occurred on the dates alleged. Earl 
Russell declared that Kast had never 
slept in his cabin. He had discharged 
Kast because of his filthiness in the 
use of towels.,. 

Earl Russell said Kast had called 
upon him once after leaving the yacht 
and asked for work. Witness declined 
to re-employ Kast, but gave him a 
few shillings to help him along. Aylott 
succeeded as cabin boy on board the 
yacht, upon the recommendation of 
Cockerton, <A lad named Lenton, who 
he had heard might appear in the wit- 
ness box, was then engaged as deck 
hand. He was discharged because he 
got drunk, 

The Ear] narrated the quarrels with 
his wife over money matters, which 
had led to the indecent allegations she 
had brought against him. 

Earl Russell emphatically denied that 
he had been guilty of misconduct With 
Aylott. He had discharged Cocker- 
ton for drunkenness, and for  over- 
Slaying his leave from the yacht. Ay- 
lott, he said, had acted as his valet 
until 1889. Coming to the period of his 
marriage to Lady Scott's daughter, the 
Warl said that Lady Scott had appear- 
ed to be on friendly terms with Mr. 
Roberts (one of Lord Russell's’ Oxford 
friends) while visiting his house 
though afterwards she had made 
charges against both Roberts and him- 
self. The trial was adjourned for the 
day. Lady Scott was permitted to re- 
new her bail for her appearance, and 
allowed to go free until to-morrow.

Agro: dtotake $1750 less than tho face 
value of the policy, Ho thereupon sigued 
A momorandum to that effect, but the 
company stated that they could not give 
him the chequo that night, but would do 
xo nextmorning. In the morning, with- 
out any oxplanation whatever, the company 
maid they could not pay the amount now, 
but kept the memorandum signed by Mr, 
Domill, and did not hand over the cheque. 
Tho next day Mr. Demill-wrote the com- 
pany repudiating the memorandum and de- 
manding it back, and demanding the full 
amount of his claim. Much correspond- 
epee took place. On the 6th of June, af 
tor the expiration of the 60 days to which 
the company, by their policy, were entitled 
before payment, the company forwarded to 
Mr. Demill a chequo, deducting the $1750, 
This was promptly refused and returned. 
Lat-r tho same cheque was again returned 
to Mr. Demill, and on this second occasion, 
on advice of counsel, hye notified the com- 
pany that hoe would not receive the same 
in full, but had applied it on account, and 
demanded the balance. 

Payment of the balance haying been 
refused, an action was brought, and the 
case having been tried by Chief Justice 
Armour, occupying two days, he held, first, 
that the two-thirds clause is unreasonable 
and yoid ; secondly, that even if it were 
valid, the property was worth $30,000, and 
two-thirds of the loss would amount to 
$20,000, and he directea judgment for the 
plaintiff for $1,750, with interest from tho 
6th of June. 1896, with full costs of suit.

Dr. Alfred Binet of Paris, contends 
that a picture of the thought Is thrown 
up in the brain cell just as it Is in 
the visual purple of the retina, Pro- 
fessor Hodges is a believer In this 
theory, and when he takes a photo- 
graph of a “thinking brain cell,”” he 
expects the photograph to be a picture 
of the thought.

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Mr. 0. G. Mason has deyised this com- 
bination instrument, the photo-micro- 
graph, which joins the two powers, 
and places them conveniently at the 
management of the operator. Mr, Ma- 
son is widely known among miscro- 
scopists. 

The photo-micrograph will carry any 
objective; that Is, an objective of any 
made power of magnification. ot 
course, the higher the power of the ob- 
jective, the closer must its “eye” be to 
the object, or fleld, to be examined. 
And where a siide is not used, and the 
eye of the tube examines and pictures 
an object direct, an objective of alight 
power only can be employed. 

The “seventy-fifth objective’ made 
by R. B. Tolles, of Boston, Mass., the 
most celebrated maker of microscopes 
in the world, magnifies 15,000 times the 
real diameter of the object examined. 

One of the photographs taken with 
this apparatus shows a white blood 
corpuscle magnified 15,000 diameters. 
This corpuscle is from the blood of a 
tuberculous or consumptive patien, 
and such an enormous exaggeration of 
its size has enabled the pathologist to 
detect delicate differences and slight 
changes hitherto unnoticed. 

The photgraph shows that here are 
two breaks in the conducting inte- 
grants of the retina (G. G.)—-spaces 


where the nerves leading immediately 
from the rods or cones of the visuai 
purple end, and new nerve cells wih 
their neurous, roots begin. Sense 
impressions coming into the eye from 
the world and sent from It to 
biain centres are sometimes so power- 
ful that if not broken and diminished 
in intensit® they would shatter not 
only the brain cells, but aiso our 
nerves,which are the “telegraph wires" 
of the brain. 

The illustration shows 
the cortex or rind of the 
rind varies in thickness from one- 
quarter to one-eighth of an inch In 
diameter, and this rind are seen

Secretary of Natal, to which colony he 
proceeded as a member of Lord (then 
Sie Garnet) Wolseley’s special mission, 
and in 1877 Colonial Secretary of the 
Isiund of Mauritius. He was appointed 
Liculenant-Governor of the latter col- 
ony in 1880, and Covernor of West 
Australia in 1882. He was nominated 
a Companion of the Order of St, 
Michael and St. George In 1877 and a 
Knuight Commander in 1884. In 1885 he 
visited England and read before the 
Royal Colonial Institute a paper on 
Western Australia, which attracted 
much notice. For the first time on 
Such an occasion at the institute, 
H. R. H. the Prince of Wales took 
the chair, and a very large and dis- 
tinguished audience was present. In 
1890 Sir Frederick again came to Eng- 
land to give evideuce upon the West- 
ern Australian Constitution Bill before 
the House of Comnions. The mission, 
undertaken at the request of the 
Legislature of the colony, concluded 
Sir Frederick's seven years of office in 
tha* government. During this period 
the colony had been greatly advanced 
by his exertions, and the departure of 
Lady Broome and himself from West 
Australia was the occasion of a_ re- 
markeble manifestation of esteem and 
aflection of the colonists. In 1891 Sir 
Frederick was appointed Governor of 
Trinidad. 





THANKS IN LONDON. 





The American Colony Had a Time at th 
Hotel Cecil, 

London, Nov. 26.—The Thanksgiving 
dinner of the American Society in Lon- 
don was given to-night in the great 
hall of the Hotel Cecil, The decora- 
tions were American and British flags 
and the coats-of-arms of the different 
States of the Union. Behind the seat 
of the chairman was a statue of Lib- 
erty. About 300 guests were present, 
including Sir Frank Lockwood, Solici- 
tor-General ; Henry M,. Stanley, M.P., 
Sir Richard Webster and Consul-Gen- 
eral Collims, Ambassador Bayard, 
who had been invited, was not present, 
he having gone to Windsor to visit the 
Queen. A letter of regret was read 
from him. ‘The reading of the letter 
Was greeted with cheers. A telegram 
of patriotic felicitation was sent to Mr. 
Bayard. It also contained best wishes 
for his heakh, and Gedspeed for ‘The 
land we all love.” Lter a reply was 
received from Windsor acknowledging 
the receipt of the telegram, and add- 
ing: “All who love the United States 
and Great Britain will jein in mutual 
congratulations over the peaceful rela- 
tions whicherown the anniversary, and 
of gratitude for the numberless biess- 
Ings that surround the English-speak- 
ing peoples.” : 

Sir Frank Lockwood, in proposing 
the health of President Cleveland, re- 
ferred to his hospitable reception in 
the United States on the occasion of his 
recent visit. He said he was requested 
by Lord Russell, Lord Chief Justice of 
England, with whem he went to the 
United States, to express regret fer his 
absence, which was caused by the 
death of a relative. Continuing, the 
speaker said his personal contact with 
President Cleveland had convinced him 
that he was a straightforward, honest, 
independent and nobly courageous 
man. He asked his hearers to join 
with him In drinking to one who hon- 
estly and honorably discharged the du- 
ttes of his responséble position. 

Sir Richard Webster responded to 
the toast ‘"The community of the Eng- 
lish-speaking peoples.” He said he had 
long ceased to think that there was 
any fear of there ever being such a 
horrible disaster as war between the 
United States and Great Britain. Sir 
Richard's remarks were frequently in- 
terrupted by cheers.

confirmed that Sir Henry Strong's ap- 
pointment on the Judicial Committee 
will not involve his resignation of the 
Chief Justiceship. Sir Henry will visit 
England every July, when colonial 
cases are heard, This will not Involve 
any interference With his Supreme 
Court work here, It 1s understood that 
the Imperial Government will pay the 
expenses of the colonial judges to and 
from and while in England, so that 
no expense will be incurred by Can- 
mia 

During his visit to British Col- 
umbia Mr. Davies will hold a confer- 
ence With the sealers and obtain their 
views on the subject of suggested mo- 
difications of the Behring Sea regula- 
tions, for which the United States Is 
pressing. 

The attention of the Government has 
been directed by Mayor Cole of Nia- 
gara Falls, Ont., to a scandalous case 
of ill-treatment of a British subject by 
the American authorities at Niagara 
Falls, N. Y., under the allen labor law. 
George Sharvill, an Englishman, who 
has resided at Niagara Falls with his 
fionily since July, was the other night 
waifed upon by customs and police of- 
ficers and unceremoniously bundled 
over to the Canadian side of the bridge 
without a moment's warning. The 
Government will call the attention of 
the American authorities, through Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, to this unneighbor- 
ly action, A few more cases of this 
kind may induce the Government to 
adopt reprisals. 

Commander Spain of the Canadian 
fisheries protection service returned 
to-day, after inspecting the two lake 
crulsers, the Dolphin on Lake Huron 
and the Petrel on Lake Brie. He 
found both in excellent condition. The 
Petrel was especially noteworthy for 
the perfection which the crew have at- 
tained in drill. Capt. Dunn deserves 
credit for the way he has brought his 
men along in the season. The Dolphin 
is at Owen Sound and both vessels will 
go out of commission on Dec. 3. 

From the Soo Chief Engineer 
Schreiber will proceed to Toronto and 
Hamilton for the purpose of looking 
into the vexed local dispute over the 
Toronto, Hamilton and Buffalo Rall- 
way Company orossing Desjardins 
Canal. 

Provincial Detective Murray is in- 
Vestigating into the Watterson tragedy 
at Limebank. When the coroner's jury 
failed to agree upon a verdict as to 
the cause of Watterson’s death Cor- 
oner Freeland handed over all the 
papers connected with the inquest to 
the Crown authorities. Acting Crown 
Attorney Lees communicated the facts 
to the Attorngy-General at Toronto 
and asked advice. <As_ the circum- 
Stances connected with Watterson’s 
death are mysterious, and doubly so 
by the failure to find the weapon by 
which the deceased could have cut his 
own throat, the detective has been 
Sent on to investigate. 

In the Exchequer Court to-day the 
case of the Queen y. St. Louis came 
up. Mr. B. B. Osler, Q. C., Mr. Hogg, 
Q.C,, and Solicitor. General Fitzpatrick 
appeared for the Crown and Hon. C. 
A. Geoffrion and Mr. Emard for Mr. 
St. Louis. The Crown sues for $143,- 
000, Which was alleged to be overpaid 
in connection with the Curran bridge 
contract. St. Louls has already sued 
for $63,000, which was due him on the 
contract, and recovered the amount by 
a judgment of the Exchequer Court. 
Mr Geoffrion, for St. Louls, now holds 
that under the law of Quebec, which 
the case must be tried under, the 
Crown cannot sue the same parties 
twice on the same facts. From the re- 
marks of Justice Burbidge it looked 
as if the court was likely to decide in 
that way, Mr. Osler, however, con- 
tended that the case did not come un- 
der the Quebec law, as it arose at Ot- 
tawa, and, such being the case, there 
Was no estoppel against the Crown as 
between subjects and subjects. 

A writ was issuei in the High Court 
of Justice this morning against Alex- 
@nder Graham for $10,000 damages and 
@n injunction to restrain him from 
further occupying the brickyard at Ot- 
tawa East. The writ is taken at the 
instance of several members of the 
Kane family, residing in Hochelaga. 
+. a action arises from an alleged yio- 
ation of agreement on the part of 
the late John Graham. ~

The Temperature of Flamea, 

Dr. Hartley has described to the 
London Chemical Society his experi- 
ments on the temperature of a candle 
Mame, not only from the melting of 
gold and of platinum in the flame, but 
by an examination of the spectrum to 
be seen in the mantle. Experiments 
made with platinum wires heated in a 
batswing gas flame proved that the 
carbon does not lower the melting 
point of the platinum—that is, not in 
any appreciable degree; a small car- 
bon monoxide flame melts platinum 
wire of 1-100th inch thickness, and a 
cynanogen flame was shown to be iIn- 
tensely hot, for it melted such wire 
with extreme ease. These interesting 
experiments by Dr. Hartley in measur- 
ing the temperature of flames were 
carried on by means of gold leaf and 
with fine wire of platinum 1-300th of an 
inch in diameter. 





When We Dwell in Dreamland. 

Prof. Pheltshu says that lively 
dreams are in general a sign of ner- 
vous action, Soft dreams a sign of 
slicht irritation of the brain, often in 
nervous fever announcing the approach 
of a favorable crisis. Frightful dreams 
are a determination of blood to the 
head. Dreams about blood and red ob- 
jects are signs of inflammatory condi- 
tions, Dreams about rain and water 
Are often signs of diseased mucous 
membranes‘and dropsy, Dreams of dis- 
torted forms are frequently a sign of 
abdominal obstruction and disorder of 
the liver. Dreams in which the patient 
Rees any part of the body, especially 
buffering, indicates disease in that part.

A Mammoth Pulley, 

The largest two-plece pulley In this 
country is in one of the great iron 
work establishments at Pittsburg. It 
Was made in 1893 and Is looked upon 
As a marvel in the wheel-casting line. 
None of the great casting works of the 
country would undertake the contract 
for making the gigantic wheel and the 
heceseary apparatus to accompany it, 
so the firm desiring it (although it was 
out of its line of business) finally did 
the Job itself. As it is now, the wheel 
is twenty-four feet In diameter, has a 
face forty-eight inches wide and weighs 
54,000 pounds, The whole pulley, clamps, 
ride pieces, bolts, hooks, etc. weigh 61- 
000 pounds.—St. Louls Republic. 





Size and Sperd of Waves. 

Many different answers have been 
given to the question: “How high are 
the greatest ocean waves?" M. Dibos, 
®& marine engineer and laureate of the 
Institute of France,. has lately made 
some personal observations on this sub- 


ject. He describes waves encountered 
In the North Atlantic which had a 
height of at least 45 feet. Driven before 
om heavy wind, waves may advance at 
the rate of from 35 to 40 miles an hour, 
and such undulations of the ocean may 
trnvel more than 500 miles from the 
point where the wind created them 


without being accompanied by any dis- 
turbance in the atmosphere. 


The Man In the Moon.

St. Andrew's Society and the Sons of 


Scotland Attend Divine Service. 


The members of St. Andrew's Socioty 
and Camp Rob Roy Sons of Scotland 
attended their anniversary seryice in St. 
Andrew's church yesterday morning ana 
listened to an able and eloquent sermon 
by their Chaplain, Rev. M, W. Maclean. 

The brethren yathored at their lodge 
room ia the west Robertson block at 10:30 
in the morning and the bonnets and 
heather were much in evidence. They 
marched to the church in a body and pre- 
sented a fine appearance. They were 
assigned the centre of the church. There 
Was a good congregation present. 

After prayer and the singing of the 100th 
Psalm, the Rey. Mr. Maclean read his les- 
sons from Psalm 46 and Galatians 6, 1-16. 
His text was Psalm 137-5: ‘If I forget 
thee, O Jerusalem, let my right hand forget 
her cunning.” 

These words and the preceding words, 
said the preacher, express the Jews’ love of 
their country. These exiles in Babylon 
were alone, oppressed and distressed, and 
they are asked to sing in their mourn- 
ing. These feelings among exiles are 
always felt when blessings are gone before 
they are appreciated. The memory of our 
home comes to one andall of us, The love 
of country has been called by some mere 
sentiment. The whole world is ruled by 
sentiment, good or bad. This love of 
country has been a powerful incentive to 
great deeds. The more the world is filled 
with love the better it will be. They who 
loye their own land best are most loyal to 
that of their adoption. Canada is to-day 
what she was made through the influence 
across the seas, 
Paul endorsed.the love of country io his 
writings to the early Christians. The mem- 
bers of the societies before me have no rea- 
son to be ashamed of theircountry. Her 
honors haye all been honestly earned. 
Our forefathers. served a hard apprentice- 
ship and were trained in a school of 
oppression, but they have gone to their 
rewards well equipped. After years of 
oppression they were admitted to a union 
with their powerful southern neighbor 
upon equal terms, with all Scottish insti- 
tutions fully recognized. Scotland's 
parochial school system is largely re- 
sponsible for the stand she has taken 
among the nations of the world. 
The greatest factor in Scotland's greatness 
has been the religious tendency of her 
people and itis her backbone. Scotland is 
a bible loving country as 4 rule, and to this 
is largely due the success of her sons. 
This bible study, he feared, was too often 
neglected in many of our homes and this 
led to the neglect of the duties of the 
Sabbath day, which is altogether too com- 
mon in this city. We too should prize the 
blessing of being allowed to worship God 
according the dictates of our own 
conscience, but while we are allowed this 
privilege let us allow it to others, 
We aro told that the church bas 
nothing to do with the carrying 
on ofthe nation. Well, all the worse for 
the nation, Those of you who have receiv- 
ed the blessing of spiritual teaching should 
transmit it to others for the betterment of 
the world, Itshould be our aim to make 
this country united for a common cause, & 
land fil for young people to live in 

During the offertory Miss Jessie Robert 
son sang in good voice **My Ain Countrie.” 
After the congregation was dismissed the 
brethron of the two societies marched back 
to their hall and were dismissed.

While the Missionary anniversaries are 
always occasions of considerable import to 
this congregation, the presence this year of 
the Rey.

Some Plain Facts and Figures of Signifi- 
cance to Farmers and Othors 


Tho INTELLIGENCER has already given 4 
partial summary of the statistics, in regard 
to farm produce, from the recently pub- 
lished report of the Bureau of Industries 
for the province of Ontario. Wo now pre- 
sent those relating to farm animals, to- 
gether with some information from othor 
sources which may be well considered at 
the samo time, and commend these farts 
to the careful consideration of intelligent 
farmers, of all parties, and to all interested 
in the success of our Canadian farming jn- 
terests. 

According to the report already referred 
to—which, by the way, is compiled by the 
Ontario Government from the municipai 
returns of the various counties—thero 
were in this province in 189) a total of 
647,696 horses of all ages, young and oll. 
This makes a decrease of nearly half a 
million within the last six years—since the 
demand and prices have so fallen off largo- 
ly in consequence of the introduction of 
electric street railways in all the cities and 
Hastings county 
is credited with 16,965 head ; Prince Ed- 
ward with 10,248, and Northumberland 
with 17,640. According to the same re- 
port 40,346 horses were sold in the pro- 
vince during the year.. Hastings sold 685 ; 
Prince Edward 415; Northumberland 
1,198. : 

According to the Dominion Trade and 
Navigation returns there were during that 
year 14,744 head of all kinds exported 
from the Dominion, valued at $1,312,675. 
Of these there went to

During the same year we imported, for 
general purposes, one horse from Grest 
Britain, valued at $73, and 1,690 from the 
States, valued at $108,709. A little study- 
ing of these figures will show the farmers 
which country now offers them the most 
desirable and profitable market for thicir 
horses. 

Hogs anp Pork.—Hog raising and pork 
are becoming important and profitable lines 
of business to Canadian farmers, but it is 
evident they will only continue so as long 
as our present protective duty lasts. Ac- 
cording to the Ontario Statistical Report 
there were 1,299,072 hogs of all sizes in 
the Province last year. That was an in- 
crease of about 150,000 since 1890. Hast- 
ings County reports 36,990 ; Prince Edward, 
11,198 ; Northumberland, 30,446. During 
the year 1,159,992 were sold, but the 
aggregate price is not given. 

According to the Dominion Trade Re- 
turns there was exported from Canada dur- 
ing that year the following yalue of hogs 
and their products, and in part to the 
following countries :

Tt will be seen that out of a total export 
of nearly four million dollars’ worth of this 
kind of products, the States furnished us 
with a market for less than ten thousand 
dollars, while England took nearly the 
entire balance.

What would bo the condition of our 
hog and pork industries, now becoming so 
important and profitable, under free trade 7 
Let farmers, who must need watch their 
own interests, sit down and consider this 
practical question out. It is one of far 
more vital importance to them than any 
mere question of party allegiance.

Bombay, Nov. 29.—A despatch from Barw- 
fa, capital of the State of that name, gives 
the details of a fatal accident which oc- 
curred there to-night. The Barl of Elgin, 


Viceroy of India, arrived at Baroda this 
evening on a visit to the Galkwar, or na- 
tive ruler of the State. The Inbabitants 
turned out en masse to welcome the Vice- 
roy and to see a display of treworks In 
his honor, The display was given In the 
park of the Galkwar, which was open to 
the public, Everything passed off without 
Incident of note until the end of the cere- 
monies, Then the crowd made a rush for 
the park gates, which were so narrow that 
they soon become jammed with people. 
Those behind, not knowing the cause of 
the delay at the exit, pressed fomward un- 
til the crush at the gates was terrific. A 
humber of persons were squeezed to death, 
while othera who lost thelr footing In the 
surging mass of humanity had the life 
tmimpled out of them or died from suffo- 
cation, When the crowd was finally clear- 
ed away it was found that 20 persons had 
been killed and 85 more or less seriously 
Injured.
